NAVAL STORES AT THE CLOSE OF 
THE CROP YEAR. 


The figures showing the exact receipts 
of naval stores at the various ports 
during the season of 1900-1901 have not 
yet been compiled, but it is known that 
the receipts at Savannah exceed those 
of last year by about ten per cent., 
while at the Gulf ports the increase has 
been close upon twenty per cent. An 
interesting article covering the situa- 
tion appears in another column of this 
issue. Savannah receipts up to March 
31 were 339,649 barrels of spirits against 
313,061 barrels during the same period 
last year. Rosin receipts in the same 
market were 1,262,463 barrels, against 
1,188,211 barrels in 1899-1900. The stock 
of spirits left over at the end of the 
season was some 6,000 barrels in excess 
of that at the close of the previous 
year, and is heavier than that at the 
end of any fiscal year since 1897-1898. 
The stock of rosin is in the neighbor- 
hood of 135,000 barrels, which compares 
fairly with the average carried over 
during the past four or five years. 


The past season would have been 
more than usually prosperous; in fact, 
it might have proved the banner year 
from a financial point of view, had it 
been possible to sustain prices at any- 
thing like the opening figures. When it 
is considered that the spot market at 
Savannah opened last April on a basis 
of fifty-three and one-half cents, this 
year’s ruling price of thirty-four cents 
is anything but satisfactory from a 
seller’s standpoint. The receipts, while 
heavier than last year, were not so 
much in excess as to warrant such a 
heavy drop in values. Demand, too, as 
the shipments indicate, has beensteady, 
but from a general bareness in the for- 
eign markets in the early part of 1900 
stocks in dealers’ and consumers’ hands 
have piled up under the inducement of 
lower gelling figures till buyers will 
take no more at any price, hence the 
stagnation in spirits that has been & 
feature now for many weeks.

LONDON COCOA BUTTER AUC-

The number of wells completed in the 
Northern fields during the month of 
March was 768, which shows a decrease 
of thirty-four, as compared with the 
number completed during February. 
The decrease was in the Pennsylvania 
and Ohio fields, Indiana showing an in- 
crease. The production of these wells 
at the close of the month was 10,700 
barrels, showing a decrease of 2,034 
barrels, compared with the production 
of the February wells. All sections 
showed a decrease, but the average of 
the wells in the different States varied

The United States courts have been 
appealed to to compel Andrew J. De- 
voe, the Hackensack weather prophet, 
to stop making further predictions. 
The Chattanooga Medicine Company 
of Tennessee, claims an exclusive right 
to Mr. Devoe’s prophecies, and asserts 
that he has violated his contracts by 
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change gratuity was handed down last 
Thursday. It affirms the judgment 
rendered by Hamilton Odell, referee, 
which forbid the distribution of the 
surplus fund and declared illegal the 
recent amendments to the by-laws of 
the Exchange which provided for scal- 
ing down the amount of gratuity pay- 
able to beneficiaries of deceased mem- 
bers.

The decision is inter- 
esting, since it sustains the recent ac- 
tion of the managers in suspending 
members who had refused to pay grat- 
uity assessments in excess of the limit 
of fifty for last year—that limit having 
been established by the amendments to 
the by-laws, which have now been de- 
clared illegal.

The report states that 
such claim is hardly worthy of consid- 
eration. The character of the goods 
not being disputed, the provision of the 
tariff describing them eo nomine alone 
can cover them.

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Crude OGcher. 

J. W. Coulston & Co. imported at 
New York merchandise invoiced as 
crude ocher, which was returned as 
“color” by the local appraiser and duty 
was assessed at the rate of 30 per cent, 
ad valorem under paragraph 58 of the 
act of July 24, 1897. The merchandise 
is claimed by the importers to be crude 
ocher earth, powdered, washed and pul- 
verized and dutiable at three-eighths 
of 1 cent per pound under paragraph 
49. The local appraiser says in a spe- 
cial report that samples were analyzed 
by a Government chemist and found to 
contain chromate of lead and that 
ocher earths do not contain lead in 
any form, and that the lead found was 
added to brighten the colors.

Wool Fat. 

Merchandise returned by the local ap- 
praiser as “wool fat and rendered oil” 
was imported at S8t.

German Colors, 

F. B. Vandegrift & Co., imported at 
Philadelphia merchandise consisting of 
so-called “Brilliant Kraftroth,” ‘ce- 
ment-oxydgelb-entressin grindig” and 
“cement gelb F fein gold gelb.” The 
local appraiser returned all three as 
colors and assessed them at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 58, act of 
July 24, 1897. The importers claim the 
goods to be dutiable at one-eighth of 1 
cent per pound or three-eighths of 1 
cent per pound as ocher under para- 
graph 49, or under paragraph 89 as ce- 
ment, or under section 6 as unenumer- 
ated articles. Analysis showed the 
“Brilliant Kraftroth” to be a powdered 
ocher, and the protest was sustained on 
this article, which was deemed to be 
dutiable at three-eighths of 1 cent per 
pound under paragraph 49. The so- 
called cements were found to consist of 
iron sesquanoxide, suitable for uses as 
color or pigment. The protest in re- 
gard to these was therefore overruled 
and the goods held to be dutiable as 
color.

Drawback on Goods for Ships’ Stores. 


Washington, April 5, 1901. 

The Attorney-Genral has rendered an 
opinion on an important case, recently 
described in these dispatches, involving 
the right of an exporter to receive a 
rebate of internal revenue tax paid on 
importations subject to such tax with- 
drawn from bonded warehouse and 
placed on board a foreign war ship to 
be used as ship’s stores. The case in- 
volves the entire principle embraced 
in the question as to the allowance of 
drawback of customs duties paid on 
imported materials used in the manu- 
facture of goods subsequently con- 
sumed as ship’s stores, and thus the 
Attorney-General’s opinion § indicates 
clearly the outline of the defense which 
the Government will set up against the 
claim of the Swann & Finch Company 
for drawback of duty on rape seed oil 
used in the manufacture of lubricating 
oil consumed as ship’s stores, which is 
now pending in the Court of Claims. 
The ruling also has a bearing upon all 
claims for rebate of internal revenue 
tax on drugs, wines, and other arti- 
cles taxable under Schedule B, which 
have been used as ship’ stores. 

The Attorney-General decides ad- 
versely to the claim of the exporter for 
rebate of internal revenue tax on the 
ground that the laws defining draw- 
backs, etc., on exportations require 
that the goods in question shall be ac- 
tually landed in a foreign country, and 
that their consumption on board ship 
is not in a lega] sense an exportation. 
This, it will be remembered, is the ex- 
act contention made in the Swann & 
Finch case, namely, that if goods are 
carried out of the country they are ex- 
ported, whether they are landed in a 
foreign country or not, provided they 
are not returned to the United States. 


An interesting feature of the case on 
which the Attor:ey-General has ruled 
is the question of extraterritoriality of 
a foreign war ship, which if conceded 
would make the vessel part of the ter- 
ritory of a foreign country, but this 
proposition is rejected by the Attorney- 
General as lacking legal justification. 
The principle has occasionally been 
conceded in diplomacy, but is not rec- 
ognized in commercial law, which does 
not differentiate between the rights 
and privileges of war ships and mer- 
chant vessels and which holds that the 
territorial jurisdiction of a country ex- 
tends to all vessels within its ports, 
or within a marine league of its shores, 
In his opinion the Attorney-General 
says:— 

“Your letter presents for my consid- 
eration a question of law which arises 
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upon an application to you seeking per- 
mission to withdraw from a manufactur- 
ing warehouse merchandise manufactured 
therein, for the purpose of sale and de- 
livery to foreign vessels of war for usé 
on board such vessels, and alleges that 
such withdrawals and deliveries shouid 
be deemed an exportation which shall be 
exempt from internal duty and from re- 
quirements relating to revenue stamps 
a Section 15 of the act of July 4, 

897. 

“The question of law arising upon this 
application is thus framed by you, name- 
ly:—Whether articles can be withdrawn 
as supplies from bonded manufacturing 
warehouses under existing law for con- 
sumption aboard war vessels of foreign 
nations, 

“You do not present to me a statement 
of facts, in accordance with the estab- 
lished rule upon request for opinion, but 
I waive that objection in this instance, 
since the crucial facts are clearly and 
necessarily implied; and merely remark 
that, obviously, it must be assumed that 
the foreign war vessels affected are lying 
in ports of the United States, and that 
the merchandise here involved is distilled 
spirits which have been conveyed as raw 
materials in due conformity to law into 
manufacturing warehouses, and there 
have been legally manufactured into some 
other form of spirituous liquor, such as 
cordials, bitters, ete. 

“Section 2,982, Revised Statutes, grants 
to foreign vessels of war in our ports the 
privilege of purchasing supplies from the 
public warehouses, duty free, when that 
privilege is reciprocated in the ports of 
the foreign nation to our own national 
vessels. The ‘public warehouses’ thus re- 
ferred to are the bonded warehouses in 
which imported merchandise is deposited 
in bond pending withdrawal for consump- 
tion; and the duty referred to, from 
which supplies so purchased shall be free, 
is the import tariff. The Treasury De- 

artment has construed Section 2,982 as 
imited to the withdrawal of supplies 
from such customs bonded warehouses, 
and has held that bonded manufacturing 
warehouses are not bonded warehouses 
within the meaning of the provisions of 
law relating to the bond and warehouse 
system of which Section 2,982 is a part. 
(T. D. 13,250, 13,586, 18,868.) 

“Section 15 of the Dingley tariff act of 
1897 permits, with certain restrictions, ar- 
ticles manufactured of materials subject 
to internal revenue tax and intended for 
exportation without charge or stamp for 
internal revenue duty, to be manufac- 
tured in manufacturing warehouses and 
to be exported duty free under Treasury 
regulations. Section 3,422, Revised Stat- 
utes, providing for similar manufacture 
for export, is incorporated in Section 15 
of the act of 1897, so far as applicable to 
the warehouses and conditions therein 
contemplated. 

“It thus appears that the only question 
presented is whether goods withdrawn 
from these manufacturing warehouses 
for consumption on war vessels of for- 
eign nations would be ‘exported’ within 
the meaning of these provisions of the 
act of 1897. 

“My opinion is that the words ‘ex- 
ported’ and ‘exportation’ may not include 
deliveries of supplies to foreign war ves- 
sels in our ports without doing violence 
to language. It is true that the funda- 
mental idea in exportation is the sever- 
ance of goods from the mass of things 
belonging to this country; and the pur- 
pose of the law, in many particulars 
referring to exportation, is to reach the 
assurance that the goods shall not be 
consumed here. But the notion of uniting 
the goods to the mass of things belong- 
ing to some foreign country is also in- 
volved, and that is hardly satisfied by 
consumption in our ports or on the high 
seas simply because the vessel belongs to 
a foreign nation. While ‘exportation’ is 
a term the extent of which cannot be 
rigidly defined for every case, and under 
the existing law and regulations some- 
times requires proof of landing abroad, 
and under other circumstances is satisfied 
by proof of clearance of the vessel for a 
foreign port and proof of landing abroad 
is waived; yet there is nothing in the law 
under consideration to indicate that less 
than intention to ship abroad and actual 
shipment to a foreign port, to reach there 
the general foreign market which is the

“I do not understand that you are in- 
formed that the privilege desired by these 
applicants is reciprocated toward vessels 
of war of the United States in any for- 
eign ports, and such mutuality appears to 
be the basis of any like privileges in our 
own laws and in the laws of other na- 
tions. 

“T may also remark that .if Congress 
had desired and intended to grant the 
privilege in question, it might have been 
granted by language free from doubt, 
such as that used in Section 14 of the 
Dingley act, by which Section 16 of the 
act of June 26, 1884, relating to supplies 
for American vessels, was amended. That 
section of the act of 1884, as amended, 
closes with the following words: ‘But 
no such articles shall be landed at any 
port of the United States.’ This clause is 
all that is necessary where merely as- 
surance against consumption in this coun- 
try, and not of exportation to a foreign 
country, is required. 

“Accordingly, I hold that articles may 
not be withdrawn from bonded manufac- 
turing warehouses, under existing law, 
as supplies for war vessels of foreign 
nations.”’

meaning of ‘exportation’ when used in 
these laws. 

“But without dwelling on the more 
technical considerations involved, and, 


conceding that the principle assured re- 
moval from consumption in this country 
free of tax or duty, in order to increase 
the market for our goods, and with a 
view to international comity, embraces 
the case of supplies which are manufac- 
tured in this country and are delivered 
to foreign war vessels quite as clearly as 
such supplies which are imported; never- 
theless the law has carried this principle 
into effect in the latter case, and has not 
done so in the former case, It is a well- 
established rule, having few exceptions 
(Union Ins. Co. v. United States, 6 Wall., 
759; McKee v. United States, 164 U. S., 
287), that it is not permissible to add to, 
change or subtract from the words of a 
law under the guise of construction: ‘No 
mere omission, no mere failure to pro- 
vide for contingencies which it may seem 
wise to have specifically provided for, 
justify any judicial addition to the lan- 
guage of the statute.’ (United States v. 


Goldenberg, 168 U. S. 95, 108). In the same 
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of General Appraisers, and upon which 
their action is based in the present case, 
involved the question as to whether cer- 
tain tapioca flour, imported under the 
tariff act of 1890, was a starch, or a prep- 
aration fit for use as starch, dutiable at 
2 cents per pound under paragraph 323 of 
said act, the evidence showing the ar- 
ticle to be used to a limited extent by 
Chinese laundrymen as a starch and for 
food purposes, and that it was also 
slightly used by white laundrymen in San 
Francisco as a starch. The Court said, 
in effect, that the proper construction of 
those provisions is that under paragraph 
$283 a duty is laid upon stareh, including 
all preparations from whatever substance 
produced, fit for use as starch, and as- 
suming that tapioca flour is, within that 
general description, fit for such use, yet, 
by virtue of paragraph 730, tapioca is 
placed on the free list, and the substance 
tapioca flour, being tapioca in one of its 
forms, is excepted from the general lan- 
guage of paragraph 323, and is entitled 


to free entry. This construction is in 
strict accordance with the rule that the 
designation of an article eo nomine, 


either for duty or as exempt from duty, 
must prevail over words of a general de- 
seription, which might otherwise include 
the article specially designated. Tapioca 
flour is not mentioned specially, nor is it 
named in paragraph 323, which uses only 
general language relating to starch and 
all preparations, from whatever  sub- 
stance produced, fit for use as starch. If 
tapioca flour be such preparation, it would 
be included in that general description if 
not otherwise exempted. But there is no 
special provision for tapioca flour mak- 
ing that substance in terms dutiable un- 
der that paragraph, while in the free list 
there is a special designation of tapioca, 
and tapioca flour is tapioca. 

“Tt is the opinion of the department 
that the conclusion of the board is not 
warranted either by the evidence or the 
decision of the Supreme Court cited, and 
that the article is dutiable under para- 
graph 285 as starch or a preparation fit 
for use as starch, or else by similitude 
under Section 7 of the tariff act, and you 
are hereby directed to file an application 
for review in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 15 of the act of June

ticular consuming industry, but is well 
distributed, the paint trade being mod- 
erate buyers of small quantities. 


BROWNS. 


Imported umbers and siennas are 
coming in very slowly of late, but 
stocks in importers’ hands are fairly 
large and demand is only moderately 
steady. As the general volume of busi- 
ness with color men is particularly good, 
however, the absence of a rush on these 
staples is only felt in a limited way. 
There is comparatively little call for 
domestic browns, though in comparison 
with high grade Turkey and Italian 
goods the movement might be consid- 
ered steady. 

GREENS. 


In keeping with all lines of dry colors, 
and in fact with the general condition 
of the paint market, the movement of 
chrome greens has been unusually 
good, though apart from this fact 
there is little that can be added to pre- 
vious reports. There has perhaps been 
a little less buying on the part of 
grinders, which was amply made up for 
by dealers and outside consuming in- 
dustries, who have been quite liberal 
purchasers of late, though there has 
been no marked disposition to antici- 
pate by buying in quantities. The sea- 
son for paris green is supposed to be 
on, but from the quiet appearance of 
the market one would think there was 
nothing doing. Stocks carried over 
from last year were heavy, and as there 
can be no certainty of consumption be- 
fore the potato season opens there will 
be but moderate selling up to that date, 
Prices are maintained upon the basis 
of last year’s quotations. 


YELLOWS. 

The demand for chrome yellows is 
quite in keeping with the general con- 
dition of the paint market, and shows 
considerable improvement of late, es- 
pecially for the purer and deeper 
Staining qualities. Orders have mostly 
been from grinders, but outsiders have 
also contributed fairly toward the vol- 
ume of business. Prices are well main- 
tained, but there is nothing in condi- 
tions to warrant any change of price 
one way or another. 

OCHERS.—With the exception of 
French ocher, which has been scarce 
and in good demand, there is nothing 
unusual in present conditions at this 
season. The situation as to French 
ocher, too, has been greatly relieved 
by the arrival last week of some 800 
casks from Marseilles. ‘All the other 
grades, however, are firm and moving 
fairly well without attracting much at- 
tention. Prices all round are without 
quotable change as follows: Rochelle, 
14%4@2c.; golden, 3%@4c.; French 
(washed), 1.35@2%4c., and domestic, $10@ 
15 per ton. 

Metallic Paints. 

Iron oxides and mineral paints and 
Pigments are moving well for the 
season. The market is active in all 
quarters and is by no means restricted 
to local requirements. Demand comes 
from outside points, North, West and 
South. Orders, too, are generally for 
good round lots, with instructions for 
prompt shipments. The activity is 
partly due to a good all round demand 
from paint grinders themselves and 
partly from improved weather condi- 
tions consequent to the advance of the 
spring season. Prices are steady at 
old current quotations, 

Mixed Paints and Colors in Oil. 

Liquid and paste paints are sharers in 
the present general prosperity which 
has come to the trade with the advent 
of spring. Orders continue to come in 
freely from all points. Many of them

are by letter, showing that in some 
quarters consumption has set in. From 
the number of sorting up business, too, 
it is evident that there are good pros- 
pects ahead, and grinders speak hope- 
fully of the situation. Prices are gen- 
erally well maintained upon the basis 
of previous values for standard grades. 


Miscellaneous. 

BARYTES.—Demand continues fairly 
active and the finer grades are rather 
scarce on spot. The market, therefore, 
for the better grades of imported is 
firm, but there is no quotable change 
in prices. 

CHALK.—More chalk has come in, 
and there is no longer felt that scarcity 
which has been almost a constant feat- 
ure of the market for many weeks. 
Prices, however, are well maintained at 
from $2.65 to $2.75. 

CHINA CLAY.—Demand is_ steady 
and seasonable and stocks are fairly 
moderate on spot. The situation, there- 
fore, is less strained, but prices are as 
firm as ever at from $12.00 to $17.50 for 
imported and $8.50 to $10.50 for do- 
mestic. 

FULLERS EARTH.—The market re- 
mains without special feature, Demand 
continues moderate and prices steady 
at currert quotations. 

PUTTY.—Contracts so far taken 
have been satisfactory in number and 
volume, but as yet deliveries are mostly 
restricted to small parcels in the local 
market. Shipping instructions from 
outside points are all for forward de- 
livery after the opening of navigation. 
Prices are unchanged from the old 
scheduled list. 

TALC.—The movement is inclined to 
be slow at best, and only a moderate 
interest is shown in the market, which 
is practically without feature. Our 
Leghorn correspondent, writing on 
March 16, says: “The bad weather has 
prevented work for some time and 
‘extra’ qualities will not be available 
before June. First quality is quoted at 
about 8 lire per 100 kilos f. 0. b.”’ 


WHITING.—The situation is without 
change from conditions previously re- 
ported. The position is probably a trifle 
easier, owing to a freer movement of 
chalk, but this has had but little dl- 
rect effect upon the market, owing to 
the fact that shipments have not been 
called for before the opening of navi- 
gation. We repeat prices, as follows:— 
Commercial, 40@60c; gilders, 55@65c.; 
extra gilders, 55@68c.; American paris, 
66@75c. English cliffstone, $1@1.20. 

Glue, 

There is a satisfactory sale at un- 
changed figures, though there is some 
evidence of increasing stock of low 
grade bone glues. Consumption is 
heavy. Foreign makes are freely of- 
fered, but the movement is small. 

Varnish Gums, 

Conditions are practically unchanged 
from previous reports. Kauri is in- 
clined to be quiet on spot, owing to the 
late heavy deliveries, which will keep 
varnish makers well supplied for some 
time ahead. As already stated, prices 
are firm as a result of a stronger po- 
sition at Auckland, where gum is 
much scarcer this year than usual. 
Holders are therefore firm in their 
views, and there is little possibility of 
obtaining concessions from the present 
range of values. Manilas have been 
moving moderately, and are held firm 
at lately advanced figures, and there is 
little if any probability of a decline in 
anything like the near future, as stocks 
are at least comparatively low. Damar 
is rather featureless just now. It is 
firm, and stocks are not heavy, but the 
movement is slow, and prices are with- 
out quotable change. 


Window Glass. 


The uncertain state of the market 
has had a bad effect upon trade. It is 
well known that notwithstanding pres- 
ent high prices, the figures are likely 
to go still higher at any date. This 


does not appear to have stimulated 
business, however, for most of the 
dealers have been carrying heavy 


stocks for some time. There is, of 
course, a scarcity of the proper assort- 
ment, but instead of buying the re- 
quired smaller sizes, dealers have been 
cutting up the larger brackets and 
working off odds and ends rather than 
pay the advance for a limited quantity 
of small sized lights. It is understood 
that the manufacturers will draw the 
fires on May 11, and will not carry 
much glass over. Jobbers have not yet 
advanced the price beyond the last flat 
discount of 85 per cent., but as a matter 
of course an advance must come soon- 
er or later,

Manufacture of Perfumes in the 


Philippines. ii ws 
Iloilo, P. I., March 1, 1901, 


One of the interesting processes of 
manufacture which attracted the notice 
of your correspondent in the Philippine 
Islands is the making of perfumes. 
Perfumery has had an excellent sale in 
the Philippine archipelago for genera- 
tions. The wilds of the interior of the 
most remote sections of the country 
have long since been penetrated by the 
perfume makers and venders. Places 
where white men seldom ever went and 
where the people thrived on grasshop- 
pers and rice the modern perfumes of 
Spain and Germany found sale. The 
Filipino who ran over the hills in 
breech cloth, and whose shack was 
worth hardly a dozen dollars, managed 
somehow to keep himself supplied with 
perfumery of some sort, for perfumes 
are of great value to the natives. I 
have known cases where the very 
cheapest of colognes in very small bot- 
tles, worth hardly ten cents each, have 
been exchanged for pieces of horn of 
high cost, pearls of richness, and even 
gold. I know that considerable silver 
was brought to a town in which I

The domestic man- 
ufacturers are not capable of turning 
out sufficient quantities of the right de- 
scription to meet the demands. The 
flavors of the domestic perfumes are 
not so good as the imported, and this, 
of course, injures the sale. Then the 
lack of proper and attractive bottles to 
put up domestic colognes is sadly felt 
in the islands. I have seen some of the 
best grades of home-made perfumes 
unsuitable for sale owing to the imper. 
fect method of packing. There is no 
way to get bottles for putting up per- 
fumes properly. I have seen perfume 
makers search high and low for bot- 
tles. The men in the hospitals who 
throw empty bottles from the medical 
departments are asked to save these 
bottles for the perfume bottlers. There 
are persons employed by the perfume- 
makers to go about the army canteens 
to search for empty bottles for this 
purpose. Makers of bottles for per- 
fumes in the United States would find

Another hindrance to the sale of do- 
mestic perfumes is the lack of printed 
labels of artistic coloring and design. 


Most of the labels in use are either 


handwritten or printed on inferior pa- 
per with poor ink and worn-out presses. 


I have seen the printing done so badly 


as to make the reading of the lines 
difficult. The Filipino women prefer to 
buy the imported perfumes, with the 
highly colored labels, the fancy kid- 
covered stopper, and the general neat- 
ness of the little bottles, although the 
prices for these bottles may be four or 
five times the value of the domestic 
perfumes. The domestic perfumes are 
often richer in flavor and purer in many 
respects, but lacking the tints and col- 
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At several perfume works I was 
shown that the absorption process of 
getting the required ingredients was 
understood and worked advantageous- 
In this operation the essential oils 


ly. 
are absorbed by fats from animals, the 
latter being spread on boards until 
thoroughly impregnated with the ricn 
odors of the flowers. Then the fats 
are collected and preserved in air- 
tight packages until wanted for use. 
Fats of the native animals appear to 
have an especial tendency to absorb 
the odors, and I have tested some of 
the same with very satisfactory re- 
sults, The fats are purchased from the 
slaughtering houses and from the tan- 
ners. The tanners of the country us¢ 
many carcasses of stock and after re- 
moving the hides, sell the meat and fat 
of the animal to the different parties. 
The tanneries are run by Chinese in 
many instances, and they make con- 
siderable money by sending out men 
to buy up herds of caribou, horses, 
sheep, bulls, cows, goats and other ani- 
mals, including dogs and cats. The 
hides of all are used for leather-making 
purposes, and none of the meat or fats 
go to waste. 

In some parts of the islands the pro- 
cess of extracting the odors from the 
fats is done at separate works. On the 
southern portion of Luzon, on Panay 
and part of Negros Islands, I observed 
that there were separate firms for 
handling the cologne making material 
at the various stages. In other por- 
tions the processes of distillation and 
absorption were done in the same place

the fats for purposes of making per- 
fumes. The extraction of the odors 
form the greases is by using alcohol. 
Alcohol is a scarce article in the Phil- 
ippines, and prices. range very high. 
There is a good chance here for alco- 
hol makers to sell their products. The 
fats containing the odors are washed 
with alcohol baths, and having a 
great affinity for the essential oils, ab- 
sorbs them from the saturated fats. 
The machinery employed for this pro- 
cess is of odd construction, and resem- 
bles in this country a long, upright 
cylindrical affair of metal. The mod- 
ern types of devices as employed in 
England, and America are provided 
with mechanical stirres. Recently 
some of the perfume making machin- 
ery has beeri procured from the shops 
of Spain, and these devices are more 
up to date. One trouble here is that 
the Filipino machinists are not yet as 
competent to make boilers, vats, or 
mechanical devices of any description 
for the use of perfume makers, ex- 
cept that the same be crudely con- 
structed. Some of the steeping de- 
vices which I saw were very poorly 
built and the losses in wasteage of 
materials was considerable, In one 
factory where they were making per- 
fumes from a variety of flowers, the 
latter being grown in vast gardens for 
the purpose, the workmen had crush- 
ers and stirrers in operation which had 
been built in native shops. In almost 
every case the gearing gave trouble, 
due to binding of the cogs. The cogs 
of native-made gears are seldom even 
and they catch and grind furiously, 
causing various noises, such as squeak- 
ing and groaning. One would suppose 
that lack of proper lubrication was the 
cause, but upon examination the gears 
can be seen turning irregularly and 
having a struggle to get around at 
each revolution. After the product is 
washed through the machines and sub- 
jected to the alcohol processes, the 
greases which remain are used in the 
making of soaps, candles, and oils for 
purposes of lubrication. 

The soap makers of the country 
make regular visits to the perfume 
makers’ works and buy up the waste 
greases, using these in making various 
grades of soaps. Some of the greases 
thus bought still have in them the 
odors of the flowers, and these greases 
are of more value to the native maker 
of toilet soaps than the plain sorts, and 
a little higher values are paid in con- 
sequence.

dle these greases do not, as a rule, 
make the plain white soaps which are 
seen in thin, long strips on sale in 
nearly all of the stores of the islands, 
These latter soaps are made from the 
cocoanut oils and animal fats and are 
low in price. The toilet soap maker 
caters to the higher priced trade. He 
often colors his soaps to represent the 
type of odor in the same. For in- 
stance, he secures a quantity of grease 
in which there is enough perfume left 
to make a rose odor. The color of 
the same, however, is not rose, but 
usually whitish or soiled brown, The 
soap maker desires to have this rose 
tainted soap colored appropriately to 
a reddish shade, and he first bleaches 
the same with sulphuric acid baths 
and exposure to the rays of the sun. 
After bleaching, the new base can be 
dyed whatever color wanted, The 
dyes used are usually pure enough, but 
the methods of application are defect- 
ive and often the finished cakes of 
fancy soaps of the islands are not safe 
to use. Some of the dyes employed are 
secured from herbs well known to be 
liable to poisonous traits. A number 
of cases have appeared in the army in 
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which the soldiers have been poisoned 
by using the native fancy colored 
soaps. 

The waste greases from the perfume 
works are also bought up by the can- 
die makers of the country. In recent 
years there has been a large business 
done in candles in the Philippines, due 
to the increased requirements for 
lights for homes and the purchasing of 
vast lots of candles by the churches. 
The church people take as a rule the 
entire product of some of the candle 
works. In some of these vast stone 
buildings in which the natives worship, 
2,000 to 3,000 large candles are needed 
for proper lighting. 

No matter how poor or small the 
town, there is always a large stone 
church there, and the natives support 
it. The consumption of candles in the 
Philippines would astonish American 
candle makers if they were aware of 
the amount. Most of the candles are 
produced in white, but one may find 
them on sale and in use in all colors, 
the pinks and the greens being prefer- 
able. Of late years wax candles have 
been made to some extent, but these 
are costly and the bulk of the candles 
for the churches, the homes and for 
general purposes are manufactured 
from ordinary fats. 

Considerable of the lower grades of 
lubricating oils are made by the Fili- 
pinos from the rejected grease wastes 
of the perfume works. The greases are 
first put through a purifying operation 
and the Spanish imposed a tax on this 
work. The taxes have been abolished 
by the Americans. The taxes for re- 
fining oils continue, however. The 
Spanish are still making oils here, but 
they do not understand the scientific 
principles of the work. They turn out 
plenty of good hard greases for the 
lubricating of axles and shafts, in 
which the native applies the substances 
with a flat stick. But the finer grades 
of engine and cylinder oils are beyond 
the capacity of most of the Spanish 
oil works of the Philippines, with the 
result that the bulk of these oils is 
imported and the values are high, in- 
ducing power users and machinery 
men to employ the cheap fats even on 
some of the machienry journals which 
ought not to be lubricated in this 
manner. 

The tinctures in the perfumes which 
are produced in the Philippines are 
the result of roots, herbs, mineral 
products, and general dye woods, nearly 
all of which exist in large quantities in 
the archipelago. One will often meet 
with root and herb collectors in the 
hills and upon inquiry will be told 
that the same are for use by the per- 
fume makers. The perfume manufac- 
turers hire these root and herb collec- 
tors by the day, paying them about 6 
cents daily. Occasionally contracts are 
arranged by which certain perfume 
works are kept supplied with roots and 
herbs of the required kind for stated 
periods at so much per week, month or 
year. Often children are employed at 
the root gathering. In one island 
where I stopped for a time, many of 
the natives would assemble at ap- 
pointed times and all go together to 
the hills and the jungle for collecting 
roots and herbs. This would assure 
mutual protection from ladrones which 
overrun certain portions of the ungar- 
risoned parts of the country. 

As in most other countries, the best 
binder that the Filipino perfume maker 
can find for making the colors hold to 
the perfumes is musk, although I ob- 
served that civet was used in some 
places. This musk is very expensive in 
some countries, but seems to be mod- 
erate in value here and large mats of 
it are permitted to lie about the works 
like ordinary cheap materials. The 
musk serves to make the tinctures for 
the perfumes fast. The perfume mak- 
ers that do not use a binding material 
find that the fine tints in their nicely 
put up perfumes fade away in a very 
short while, particularly if exposed to 
the light, 

The attaching and holding properties 
of the musk are wonderful, and where 
this material is used the colored per- 
fumes very seldom change color, even 
if exposed to heat, light or kept for a 
long time. There are several other 
forms of binders used in the islands, 
some of which are practically worth- 
less. Some of the color-fixing agents 
which are employed in fastening colors 
to textile fibers have been used in the 
perfume-tinting operations, but not al- 
ways with good results. I saw that 
some of the perfumes in certain retail 
stores were perfectly white, or a whit- 
ish yellow, and at the same time the 
bottles were labeled rose color or the 
like. Upon inquiry I was informed by 
the storekeeper that when he first pur. 
chased the perfumes the colors were 
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bright and clear, but that they gradu- 
ally faded to the condition seen. Such 
perfumes have to be sold at reduced 
values. 

The judgment of the native perfume- 
maker is by no means so keen as that 
of perfume-makers in many other coun- 
tries. The Filipino manufacturer seems 
to be obliged to spoil a number of lots 
of perfumes before he can get the right 
tint, or if he gets the flavor and the 
tint right at the start, the binder is 
defective and the color fades away. 
The result is that just at present the 
perfume market is quite overloaded in 
the country with defective perfumes in 
which the colors have gone away, leav- 
ing dull browns or wishy-washy shades 
in place of the once bright reds and 
pinks, and flavors which are unsatis- 
factory owing to the changing of some 
of the ingredients. The Filipino mak- 
ers of perfumes lack the fine judgment 
required in using fixing ganets for the 
colors and in the application of proper 
amounts of flavoring. Often one may 
see whole assortments of perfumes ren- 
dered unsuitable for the market through 
the overuse of certain flowers, or, on 
the other hand, by not using flavor 
enough, making the perfume weak and 
watery. Again, the fixing agency may 
be applied too heavily and the colors 
affected; on the other hand, if not ap- 
plied in sufficient proportions, the re- 
sults will be equally unsatisfactory. 


Next comes the process of putting up 
the perfumes for the market, and this 
is where the domestic makers labor un- 
der serious disadvantages. In nearly 
all of the perfume works one will notice 
that they are using barrels of bottles 
of all descriptions, which have been 
collected in various parts of the coun- 
try. It is a mystery why some of these 
perfume-makers do not arrange with 
some United States or other perfume- 
bottle manufacturers to supply them 
with the needed glassware. The pres- 
ent forms of bottles vary in sizes and 
are defective. Glass works are running 
in portions of the islands, but they 
make mostly lamp chimneys, glass 
tubes, glass window shades, and large- 
sized bottles and jars. Very little at- 
tention appears to be given to making 
large lots of small, uniformed-sized 
bottles for the special purpose of put- 
ting up little batches of perfumes to 
sell for ten, fifteen or twenty cents. 
Most of the bottles are large enough to 
hold a dollar’s worth of perfume. 

The prices on domestic perfumes will 
average, I should judge, 30 per cent. 
lower in value than the imported. The 
cost of manufacture is not very large, 
owing to the fact that rents for build- 
ings are low, taxes very moderate un- 
der American ruling, water-power free, 
native labor very low indeed, foremen 
being secured for 40 cents per day, ex- 
pert workmen for 30, and average la- 
borers for 8 and 10 cents daily. Sup- 
plies are also low of cost as compared 
with the costs of materials to makers 
of perfumes in other countries. The 
domestic perfumes can therefore be 
made and sold much cheaper than the 
imported, and still leave a very liberal 
margin of profit for the manufacturers. 


Registration of Labels and Trade- 
Marks in Col mbia. 


The Diario Oficial of Bogota promul- 
gated an important decree made by 
the Government of Colombia specifying 
the formality to be observed in the 
securing of labels and trade-marks in 
that Republic. 

According to this decree ‘the appli- 
cant, either in person or through his 
lawful attorney, must communicate 
with the Treasury Department solicit- 
ing the registration of the trade-mark 
or label, and give at ‘the same time a 
full, complete, and detailed descrip- 
tion of the same. The request for reg- 
istration must be made in duplicate on 
stamped paper furnished by the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose. This appli- 
cation must be duly dated and signed 
by the interested party, and accom- 
panied by a drawing or engraving of 
the device. 

The request must be published, at the 
expense of the applicant, in the Diario 
Oficial for a period of from thirty to 
sixty days, according to the classifica- 
tion, at the expiration of which time 
the registration of the trade-mark or 
label will be granted, provided there is 
no opposition to the request. As an 
evidence to his right to the respective 
trade-mark or label, ‘the applicant will 
be furnished with a certificate of reg- 
istration. 

Powers of attorney conferred abroad 
for the purpose of soliciting trade- 
marks and labels must be certified to 
by the Minister or consular agent of 
Colombia in the country where the 
power of attorney originates. Trade-

LINSEED.—Trade the past week has 
been unusually good considering 
weather conditions. While there have 
been no large transactions, as crushers 
are not inclined to sell except in lots 
of from one to three cars per month 
for April-June at 57@58c., at the close, 
however, the latter price was generally 
quoted. For a round lot of 60,000 or 
100,000 gallons nothing better than 59@ 
60c, is named. There has been more 
or less offering of small jobbing lots 
by second hands for prompt delivery 
at 57c. Nothing new in Argentine seed, 
receipts of which continue free at this 
port, as our imports show- 


COTTONSEED.—Tne market shows 
no evidence of weakness, though trade 
has been quiet, as usual during the 
Easter holidays; but as soon as they 
are over a better export demand is 
looked for. There is a decidedly firm 
undertone to the market, with no appar- 
ent desire to sell on the part of mills 
and refiners who have stocks on hand, 
especially with the strong position of 
both lard and tallow. What sales have 
been made the past week have been by 
those who have taken their profits and 
will now be in a good position to enter 
the speculative field and give the mar- 
ket a further upward turn. There have 
been large purchases of crude in the 
Atlantic at 28%@29c., valley at 29@30c., 
and Texas at 28@28%c., by the leading 
refiners, who evidently have confidence 
in the future of the market. The sales 
aggregate about 10,000 bbls. within the 
range. We see no good reason why we 
should change our predictions of 40c. 
oil before the season is over, though 
there are those who predict the market 
will follow last year—after reaching 
38c. remain there. Possibly it may, es- 
pecially if the financial troubles come 
which some of the Wall street bears 
predict regarding industrial stocks, but 
outside of Wall street trade conditions 
are healthy, especially in cotton oil 
products. Letters recently received 
from Texas state that 75 per cent, of 
the mills will be closed by 
the 15th, and that the after 
crush will be small. Another 
writer from the valley, who has made 
a careful study of the situation, says: 
‘The cottonseed oil mills in Memphis 
and the Memphis district are all closed, 
with a few isolated exceptions, as there 
is nothing for them to work on owing 
to the exhaustion of their supply of 
seed. There will be a few more thou- 
sand tons to come forward between now 
and the end of the planting season, 
and the mills will start again and en- 
joy a short run until these are crushed 
and gotten out of the way for the new 
year’s crop. The crush has been an 
unusually short one this season, on ac- 
count of the shortage in the cotton 
crop of the Memphis district, which 
will fall considerably under that of 
one year ago, the total receipts of the 
Memphis mills proper having been, 
counting the few yet to come forward, 
about 90,000 tons, as against 114,000 last 
year and 125,000 the previous season. 
There are no figures to hand, showing 
the amount crushed by the mills in the 
district outside those of the city, 





though it is generally believed here 
that these have not shown as large a 
shortage in their crush because of the 
higher prices paid for seed,and because 
of the large increase in the number of 
these mills as compared with last year. 
The crush of the last season was esti- 
mated at 76,000 tons, and this year’s 
crush at 75,000. There is a good de- 
mand for winter yellow, for which 39 
@40c. is named, with intimations that 
a further rise in values may come at 
any moment. We trust our readers 
will carefully read our editorial on the 
testing of crude oil, also regarding new 
rules for the sale of same. If not in 
accord with same, would be glad to re- 
ceive their views, especially as _ the 
matter will come up for discussion at 
the annual meeting, which will be held 
in May at New Orleans, at which all 
mills should be represented. The mar- 
ket closes at 35%¢c. asked for April and 
36c. for Mav-June for prime yellow. 
Crude is hard to quote, but 30c. is gen- 
erally asked for a prime quality. The 
sales, in addition to those mentioned 
above, comprise 300 bbls. prime yellow 
for May at 35%c.; 1,500 bbls. prime 
June at 35%c.; 800 bbls. prime May at 
36c.; 3,000 bbls. prime April at 35@ 
35%c.; 1,500 prime May at 35% @36c.; 
500 bbls. prime at 33c. f. o. b. New Or- 
leans; 1,000 bbls. prime at 34c. f. o. b. 
New Orleans; 1,750 bbls. prime yellow 
for Jume at 35%c.; 750 bbls. prime yel- 
low in lots at 36c.; 900 bbis. choice but- 
ter oil at 38c. at Southern ports; 800 
bbls. winter yellow at 39c., and 20 tanks 
Atlantic crude at 28%@29c.

These tabulated results are based on 
a good quality of coal and wood and on 
the assumption that the fuel oll appa- 
ratus is of such a nature, character 
and design as will produce an evapor- 
ization of not less than 100 pounds of 
water to the gallon of oil. 

It will be observed also that they 
are based upon the pound unit and, 
therefore, a contemplated user of oil 
fuel may know the results he may 
reasonably expect to obtain if he is in 
possession of definite knowledge of the 
values as heat producers of the fuel 
he is using. With the price of oil at 
the well, plus the freight rate, he may 
also know the cost of oil fuel in his 
boiler room or at the point of con- 
sumption and quickly calculate the sav- 
ing, if any, that could reasonably be 
expected by the adoption of this fuel. 

For the purpose of illustration, let us 
assume that a typical steam produc- 
ing plant contemplates a change of fuel 
from coal to oil, let us also assume in 
the absence of definite knowledge upon 
the subject, say that the oil produced 
in the Beaumont territory has a specific 
gravity of .8974. The reason for the 
latter assumption is that this figure is 
the average specific gravity of crude 
oil having an asphalt base. If we are 
correct in this assumption, a gallon of 
oil would weigh 7.43 pounds and cor- 
responds to 26 degrees Baume scale. 
One barrel of 42 gallons would be 312 
pounds. As above stated, 100 pounds 
of water may be easily evaporated 
from one gallon of oil, or 4,200 pounds 
of water from one barrel. "We must 
now, for the purpose of illustration, as- 
sume several other factors, namely: 
The price of oil at the well, and the 
cost of transportation. The value we 
will give to the oil will be 45 cents per 
barrel at the well, and the freight rate 
upon same 12 cents per 100. Assuming 
that this statement is also correct, the 
freight on one barrel of oil would be 
$.3744, adding the cost of the oil to the 
freight rate, we have $.83 per barrel, 
delivered in tank cars to the storage 
tank. By applying the above calcula- 
tion, we note that one barrel of oil 
will vaporize 2.1 tons of water, equiva- 
lent to 122 boiler horse power hours. 
We may extend our calculation and ob- 
gerve that the cost of evaporating one 
boiler horse power of water would be 

.007) 7 mills. 

i World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion a boiler horse power was devel- 
oped with a cost for oil of $.0064, and 
with the labor added the cost of a 
poiler horse power was only $.0064. 
These figures of cost are based on oil 
at 721-3 cents per barrel delivered in 
the boiler room. As this plant was an 
exhibition one, the item of cost, espe- 
cially that of labor, was not as care- 
fully looked after as would be expected 
in a commercial plant, where, if the 
boiler horse power developed aggre- 
gated 5,000 or more horse power the 
item of labor per horse power could be 
scarcely computed, as one man will 
easily operate a plant of this magni- 
tude twelve hours per diem. 

From these observations we may 
readily summarize the results, as fol- 
lows: One ponud of coal is equal to 
two pounds of wood, and one pound of 
oil is equal to two ponuds of coal, or 
four pounds of wood, and one pound of 
wood is equal to one-half pound of 
coal, or one-fourth pound of oil. 

The next question that may reason- 
ably be taken into consideration is: 
what are the component parts of a 
fue] oil plant? 

A first-class installation for the

burners. This medium to consist of 
duplex pumps of suitable size and de- 
sign, to easily handle the oil, means of 
freeing the oil from all mechanical im- 
purities, heating it to a desired tem- 
perature and delivering under a con- 
stant pressure and uniform flow. The 
medium should be controlled in such a 
manner that only the requisite amount 
of oil desired should be handled, and

The combustion chamber of boiler 
should be arranged with firebricks so 
that the incoming air may be heated 
to the required temperature, that the 
flame may be retarded, diffused and 
distributed and the velocity of the 
flame impeded. When it is understood 
where boilers are fired with oil, the 
atomizing agent is invariably steam, 
and that steam travels at the enor- 
mous velocity of 1,700 feet per second, 
we may readily observe how absolute- 
ly necessary and essential it is to re- 
tard this velocity. In high pressure 
System, the steam is used for con- 
ducting and distributing the flame. 
The furnace distributes the heat so 
that same will not be concentrated or 
localized, thereby avoiding the danger 
of burning any part of the boiler. 
Finally, the necessary pipe, valves and 
fittings for the connecting of the vari- 
ous appliances above referred to will 
constitute and form a fuel oil plant of 
the highest type yet devised. 

We cannot pass this point without 
calling special attention to the oil 
burner or atomizer. As above stated, 
the atomizing agent being entirely of 
Steam, the necessity of an economical 
consumpiion of steam in the burner is 
very apparent and the successful oil 
burner is the one that will vaporize the 
greatest amount of oil with the least 
expenditure of energy . 

We have conducted experiments for 
the purpose of determining the amount 
of steam necessary to atomize a suf- 
ficient quantity of oil to develop the 
capacity of the boiler to which the oil 
burner was attached, and have ob- 
served that it requires from 2 to 13 
per cent. of the entire product of the 
boiler to perform this duty. It is, there- 
fore, very essential that this feature of 
a fuel oil equipment should be care- 
fully scrutinized if the probable user 
would avoid a great loss from this 
cause. 

The successful application of oil to 
boilers is a strictly engineering feature, 
and should in no instance be delegated 
to any one who is not thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the subject in all its de- 
tails. Oil is a subtle fuel, a good ser- 
vant, but a poor master, and he who 
would realize the beneficent results 
that may be obtained from its use 
must neglect none of the details that 
go to make a first class plant. 

Oil may be fired into a boiler with 
a shovel and it will burn if ignited, 
but this certainly would be considered 
a very crude and impracticable method 
of application. On the contrary, it may 
be applied to the furnace of the boiler 
or a battery of boilers in such a man- 
ner that every feature in its regulation 
and handling will be as nearly auto- 
matic as desirable, and the highest ef- 
ficiency of the component parts of the 
plant obtained. The differences exist- 
ing between the highest and lowest 


* form of oil firing constitute the vari- 


ous degrees of efficiency that may be 
reasonably expected by the adoption 
and application of oil fuel and the in- 
stallation of a plant for the handling 
of same. 

This brings us to the consideration 
of the final feature under discussion, 
namely, the cost of installing a new 
plant. 

The cost depends entirely upon the 
size of the plant and the efficiency de- 
sired; with a shovel, less than 60 per 
cent. of the calorific value of the oil 
would be transmitted to the water in 
the boiler, with an application in the 
highest form known in the art 77 per 
cent. of the heat may be transmitted 
and made effective. 

For the purpose of illustration, let 
us assume that a probable user of oil 
fuel would consume $10,000 worth of 
oil per year. If 1 per cent, of this fuel 
could be saved, his profits would be in- 
creased $100, and for each additional 
per cent. a like amount, until the fig- 
ures would reach such a volume that 
if the crude methods mentioned were 
employed and the installation made 
without cost to the user, the invest- 
ment would be a dear one. 

A fuel oi] plant must be considered 
simply as an investment that is to yield 
a certain percentage of returns upon 
same. It cannot be considered in the 
light of an experiment, for oil has been 
used as a fuel for many years. The re- 
sults that can be produced from it are 
well known and any person who is fa- 
miliar with the subject can state with 
positive certainty the results that may 


. be obtained from its use. A probable 


user of oil fuel must be thoroughly 
convinced that the returns on his in- 
vestment will be forthcoming. He must 
also be made to understand that the 
first cost of a fuel oil plant represent-

ing the highest type is apparently a 
great one, especially where the boiler 
units are few in number and of small 
size. We know of no easier task than 
this. We also know of no investment 
in the South appertaining to or con- 
necting with industrial pursuits that 
will yield the returns of a properly ap- 
plied fuel oil plant.—Houston Post.

The Manufacture of Cyanide Com- 
pounds in Europe. 


London, March 25, 1901. 

The importance of the subject of 
cyanide manufacture dealt with in the 
Reporter of Feb. 25 needs no demon- 
stration. Consequently your readers 
will welcome any further information 
as to recent developments in the manu- 
facture of cyanogen compounds on 
this side, and will be particularly in- 
terested in ‘the process of Grossmann 
(see page 32 of the Reporter, Feb. 25) 
and in similar patents which are con- 
nected with gas production or with the 
direct utilization of ammonia in the 
manufacture. The ideal process has 
always been one which should use the 
nitrogen of the air, and the next best 
one that should operate directly with 
ammonia. It is this latter principle 
which has been rendered workable by 
Dr. Jacob Grossmann, for the operating 
of whose method a company was 
formed in Manchester (England) last 
year. ‘avorable reports have already 
been given as to the manufacturing re- 
sults of the process, but it is too early 
yet to give definite figures as to turn- 
over, profits, etc. The company was 
formed with a comparatively smali 
capital, as will be seen from the par- 
ticulars which follow. These are taken 
from the official records, and by read- 
ing them a clear understanding is ob- 
tained of how the company stands at 
the commencement of business. In the 
next paragraph, therefore, official de- 
tails are abstracted:— 

The nominal capital of Grossman’s 
Cyanide Patents Syndicate, lItd., is 
£50,000, divided into 2,000 shares, of 
which 400 are 6 per cent, preference 
shares and 1,600 ordinary shares of £25 
each. It was registered on the 2l1st of 
September, 1900. The company was 
formed with the object of acquiring the 
letters patent 24011 of 1899, granted 
to Dr, Jacob Grossmann of Harpurhey 
Chemical Works, Manchester, for an 
“improved method of producing alkali 
cyanides and ferrocyanides’’ and any 
foreign patents obtained or to be ob- 
tained in respect thereof, and for the 
purpose of doing so to enter into and 
carry into effect (either with or with- 
out modification) an agreement which 
had already been prepared between Ja- 
cob Grossman and the company, and 
to carry on the business referred to in 
the said agreement and such other 
businesses and processes in connection 
with the business as are customarily 
or usually carried on in connection 
therewith. The objects of the com- 
pany also include the business of 
chemical manufacturers, etc. Three 
agreements have been entered into be- 
tween Jacob Grossmann and the com- 
pany, dated respectively Oct. 3, 1900, 
Nov. 6, 1900 and Feb. 13, 1901. By these 
it is shown that besides the patent 
specified, the company acquires from 
Jacob Grossmann all future inventions 
in the method of producing cyanides. 
The consideration paid to Jacob Gross- 
man was the sum of £7,500 cash (or 
part cash and part ordinary shares) 
and the allottment of 1,200 ordinary 
shares. The construction of the fur- 
nace and the mechanical details of the 
working of the invention were under 
the agreement not (so long as the di- 
rector had £20,000 in shares) to be re- 
vealed to the company or to the direct- 
ors because of this facilitating in- 
fringement; particulars were, however, 
to be deposited with solicitors to pro- 
vide for the eventuality of the death 
of the inventor or his relinquishing the 
specified share holding and provision 
was made for inspection of the work- 
ing by an independent chemist. The 
vendor was required to retain at least 
800 of the ordinary shares for two 
years. A portion of the Hiarpurhey 
Chemical Works was to be let free to 
the company until the production of 
cyanide compounds exceeded two tons 
per week, and afterward at a rent to 
be agreed upon. The vendor may hold 
the office of managing director; he 
gives his services free until 10 per cent. 
dividend has been paid on the ordinary 
shares and afterward at salary of £500. 
The purchase was to be completed on 
Nov, 7, 1900, and unless by then 200 
shares were taken up by responsible 
persons, the agreement could be re- 
scinded. The second agreement made 





on Nov. 6, 1900, apportioned the £7,500 
purchase price in shares and cash, 100 
of the former being payable and £5,000 
in cash. The third agreement was 
made on Feb, 13, 1901; it was neces- 
sitated by an error in the second agree- 
ment, in which 100 shares were al- 
lotted to the vendor in part payment, 
whereas only 68 shares were left un- 
allotted and available. In place, there- 
fore of the 32 excess shares, it was 
agreed that the vendor should receive 
£800 in cash. He was therefore to be 
paid £5,800 in cash and 68 ordinary 
shares of £25 each. The names of 
the directors are Jacob Grossmann, 
William Edgar Sims and Arthur Sin- 
clair. 

So much for the official records of 
the company. Now as regards the 
patent which is the basis of the agree- 
ment, it is also well to take first the 
description in the official entries. The 
patent is numbered 24011, and a provi- 
sional as well as a complete specifica- 
tion was filed. The former it is not 
necessary to give here, as the com- 
plete text of the latter is reproduced 
in what follows:— 

COMPLETE SPECIFICATION OF PATENT. 
Improved Method of Producing Alkali 
Cyanides and Ferrocyanides, 

The inventor states that he has found 
that if ammonia gas be passed over a 
red hot mixture of potassium sulphide 
and carbon, or liver of sulphur and car- 
bon, a reaction takes place in which the 
principal product formed is potassium 
cyanide, sulphocyanide being only formed 
in quite negligible quantities. The greater 
part of the sulphur passes away as sul- 
phuretted hydrogen or ammonium sul- 
phide; ammonium cyanide can hardly be 
shown to exist in the gases which are 
evolved. In order to work this process 
on a large scale he proceeds as follows:— 
The sulphide of an alkali or its liver of 
sulphur is intimately mixed with ground 
or rasped charcoal. This mixture is 
placed in retorts, which are arranged in 
such a manner that several retorts are 
connected together into one set or sys- 
tem, so that the gas or gases which are 
used in the process—that is to say, am- 
monia by itself or mixed with other 
gases—pass from one retort into another, 
and so on, into each retort of the set, 
the temperature in all retorts being kept 
at red heat; a heat of between 7W deg. 
Cc. and 800 deg. C. is sufficient. Thus 
when the contents of the retorts have at- 
tained red heat the ammonia gas in ex- 
cess is passed from a suitable ammonia 
still or from a gasometer over the mix- 
ture which is contained in the first retort. 
The excess of the ammonia mixed with 
other gases which are evolved in the first 
retort during the process pass into the 
second retort, and so forth. The gases 
which leave the last retort of the set are 
condensed in the usual manner and re- 
converted into ammonia gas according to 
methods well known. The ammonia used 
in the process is dried by dephlegmation; 
it is not necessary to use chemical agents 
for drying the same. After a sample 
taken from the first retort shows that the 
reaction has proceeded sufficiently, as far 
as the formation of cyanide is concerned, 
the first retort is disconnected from the 
system and emptied. Air is excluded dur- 
ing the emptying process, or the retorts 
may be emptied in an atmosphere of a 
non-oxidizing gas. The second retort 
now becomes the first in the system, 
while the first retort, after being charged, 
becomes the last retort of the set, and is 
exposed to the action of the gases last; 
but it is not coupled into the system 
again until its contents have reached a 
temperature of about 700 deg. C. As re- 
gards the charge for the retorts, the 
quantities are chosen in such a way that 
the mass does not cake at red heat; if 
sulphide is used, about equal parts of 
sulphide and charcoal may be taken; if 
working with liver of sulphur, a good 
proportion will be to take on every 100 
parts of potassium carbonate about 120 
to 140 parts of charcoal and 24 parts of 
sulphur. In either case the quantity of 
charcoal may be reduced. If sodium 
compounds are used, the proportions may 
be altered accordingly; mixtuges of potas- 
sium and sodium compounds may also be 
used in this process. The ammonia may 
be prepared by any of the known meth- 
ods; compressed ammonia may also be 
used. The ammonia gas need not be 
pure; it may contain other volatile non- 
oxidizing ammonia compounds, hydrogen, 
hydrocarbon, or other gases of a non- 
oxidizing nature, and it may be passed 
through the retorts at ordinary dimin- 
ished or augmented pressure, as com- 
pared with the pressure of the at- 
mosphere. If it is intended to manufac- 
ture ferrocyanides, iron filings may, 
either at the beginning or at the end of 
the reaction, be added to and mixed with 
the mass contained in the retorts. It is, 
however, advantageous even in working 
for the production of ferrocyanide com- 
pounds to effect the conversion into ferro- 
cyanide outside the retorts from_ the 
alkali cyanide which is in the resulting 
mass. It is therefore more advantageous 
to lexiviate this mass, i. e., the drawn 
charge, systematically after it has been 
cooled in suitable apparatus. From the 
liquor thus obtained alkali cyanide may 
either be separated as such or after 
treatment with suitable ferrous com- 
pounds as_ ferrocyanide. The mother 
liquid may be evaporated in vacuum pans 
or in other suitable manfier, and the 

residue returned into the process. 


After this description the inventor 
makes his claim as follows:— 


1. A process for the manufacture of 
alkali cyanide consisting in passing pure 
ammonia gas or ammonia gas mixed 
with volatile non-oxidizing ammonia 
compounds or mixed with hydrogen, hy- 
drocarbon or other non-oxidizing gases 
over a mixture of carbon or carbon- 
aceous matter and a sulphide of an al- 
kali or liver of sulphur or ingredients 
forming an alkaline sulphide at red heat, 
substantially as described. 

2. A process for the manufacture of 
ferrocyanide consisting in passing pure 
ammonia gas or ammonia gas mixed with 


volatile non-oxidizing ammonia com- 
pounds or mixed with hydrogen, hydro- 
carbon or other non-oxidizing gases over 
a mixture of carbon and a sulphide of an 
alkali or liver of sulphur or ingredients 
forming an alkaline sulphide at a red heat 
and adding to the products of the reac- 
tion either at the beginning or at the 
end of the reaction iron filings for the 
purpose of converting the cyanides first 
formed into ferrocyanides, substantially 
as described, 

This explains fully the chemical part 
of Grossmann’s process. The connec- 
tion between its nature and one of the 
specified objects of the company—the 
manufacture of gas, etc.—should be 
noted. Several other patents associat- 
ed with the manufacture of cyanides 
have been filed recently in this country. 
These are briefly recited in what fol- 
lows. The first, it will be observed, 
goes for the direct utilization of ni- 
trogen. 

On March 16, 1899, an English patent 
was registered to A. Dzink, of Han- 
over, Germany, which consisted briefly 
of the conversion of carbides of the al- 
kaline, earthy metals, inclusive of that 
of magnesium, into cynanides by heat- 
ing to from 1,300 deg. C. to 3,000 deg. C. 
in an electric furnace in a current of 
pure dry previously heated nitrogen. 
The corresponding ferrocyanides of 
such metals were under this patent 
said to be possible of preparation by 
adding iron or iron compounds to the 
mixture to be melted. 

In June of the same year a patent 
was entered to H. Teichmann of 
Rheinau, Germany, which related to the 
obtaining of cyanogen compounds from 
coal gas, after extraction of ammonia, 
by interposing, after the tar-separar- 
ing and ammonia-absorption appara- 
tus, another suitable absorption ap- 
paratus, The gas containing ammon- 
ium cyanide is passed into water in 
which ferrous sulphide is suspended, 
when ferrous cyanide, ammonium sul- 
phide and ammonium cyanide are 
given. 

Bulb’s process of the extraction of 
cyanogen from coal gas, which may be 
compared with the above, seems to 
have its value not for the cyanogen 
compound obtained, but as a means 
of purifying the gas of a constituent 
which corrodes melters and the plates 
of gas holders, In this process the 
ammonia and sulphureted hydrogen in 
the crude gas are washed with fer- 
rous sulphate, whereby ferrous sul- 
phide is formed, which is then acted 
upon by the ammonia and cyanogen in 
the gas. The resulting thin sludge is 
boiled, and the ammonia recovered in 
the distillate. The residue in the still, 
which consists chiefly of an insoluble 
double salt of ammonium cyanide, is 
pessed into cake which is salable, 
and contains about 50 per cent, of 
Prussian blue and 44 per cent, of yel- 
low prussiate; 200 lbs. of sulphite of 
iron suffice for the recovery of 100 lbs. 
of Prussian blue. 

J. Mactear of London obtained an 
English patent in March, 1899, for pre- 
paring cyanogen compound by heating 
a mixture of 2 vols. of gaseous am- 
monia with 1 vol. carbonic oxide in a 
special decomposinsg chamber to a 
temperature of 1,800 to 2,000 deg. F. 
The ammonia cyanide and water vapor 
produced are led into absorption ves- 
sels containing an alkali hydrate, and 
the ammonia set free is recovered. In- 
stead of pure CO a mixture of carbonic 
oxide with nitrogen and hydrogen 
(such as produces gas) may be used.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Census of the Petroleum Indastry. 


Washington, April 5, 1901. 

The Director of the Census has re- 
ceived from Chief Statistician North 
the results of the census of the indus- 
try engaged in the refining of petro- 
leum, which has been compiled by Ex- 
pert Special Agent E. W. Parker, and 
which makes a very interesting show- 
ing, especially in view of the fact that 
it is one of the first of the Twelfth 
Census reports on manufactures to be 
completed. In transmitting the report 
to the Director, Mr. North says:— 


Petroleum refining was treated as a 
manufacturing industry for the first time 
in the Eleventh Census. At the Tenth 
Census the subject of petroleum refining 
was treated in a separate report, and the 
statistics were not included in the report 
on manufactures. The Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Treasury Department of the 
United States includes the value of the 
exports of refined petroleum in its tables 
of exports of manufactured articles, and, 
in the sense that petroleum is a raw ma- 
terial, which requires manipulation in 
order to prepare it for use, the refining 
of petroleum may properisy be classed ay 
a@ process of manufacture. It is one of 
the large group of industries which he 
on the border line, either between manu- 
facturing and mining, as in this case, or 
between manufacture and agriculture, as 
in the case of slaughtering and meat 
packing, or of canning fruits and veg- 
etables. The products of these crude 
manufacturing industries very greatly 
swell the value of the manufactured pro-

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duct as reported by the census, and it 
will be the endeavor of the division of 
manufacture of the Twelfth Census, in 
presenting the complete statistics, so to 
separate and classify them that all of 
these border line industries can be 
grouped and eliminated by those who de- 
sire to do so. It will be observed that to 
produce refined petroleum to the value of 
$123,929,384, materials to the value of $102,- 
859,341 were consumed, showing a differ- 
ence in value between the raw material 
and the finished product much smaller 
than is common in industries of a more 
complicated character, 

Mr. Parker’s report shows that the 
value of the products of the establish- 
ments engaged in this industry has in- 
creased 45.8 per cent. during the decade. 
Notwithstanding the fact that there has 
been a decrease in the number of refin- 
eries, there has been an increase of 7.0 
per cent. in the number of wage earners, 
and of 14.4 per cent. in the amount of 
wages paid. It is a somewhat notable 
fact that 12,199 wage earners were em- 
ployed by the 67 establishments operating 
the 75 refineries, the statistics of which 
are included in this report, being an av- 
erage of 163 employees to each refinery. 
The tables in the report show an in- 
vested capital of $95,327,892, which repre- 
sents the value of lands, buildings, ma- 
chinery, tools, and the tive capital re- 
quired to carry on the business, but does 
not include the capital stock of any of 
the corporations. The value of the prod- 
vets from the use of this capital was 
$123,929,384, to produce which involved an 
outlay of $6,717,087 for wages, $102,859,341 
for raw materials, and $3,330,851 for mis- 
cellaneous expenses. It is not to be as- 
sumed, however, that the difference be- 
tween the aggregate of these sums and 
the value of the product, is, in any sense, 
indicative of the profits in the manufac- 
ture of refined petroleum during the cen- 
sus year. The census schedule takes no 
cognizance of the cost of selling manu- 
factured articles, or of interest on capital 
invested, or of the mercantile losses in- 
curred in the business, or of depreciation 
in plant. The value of the product given 
is the value as obtained or fixed at the 
refinery itself. This statement is neces- 
sary in order to avoid erroneous conclu- 
sions from the figures presented. 

It is an interesting fact that, of the 
42,234,664 barrels of refined petroleum pro- 
duced in 1899, not less than 16,666,809 bar- 
rels, or nearly 40 per cent., were exported 
to foreign markets. 

The United States is not only the larg- 
est exporter of refined petroleum, but its 
trade in this commodity has rapidly in- 
creased during the census decade, and is 
apparently susceptible of great increase 
in the future. 


Mr. Parker’s report is as follows:— 


The period covered by this report is 
the calendar year 1899. The statistics pre- 
sented embrace the operations of every 
establishment in the United States en- 
gaged in refining crude petroleum. Es- 
tablishments which purchase refined or 
partly refined oils and mix or compound 
them with vegetable, animal, or other 
mineral oils for special purposes, are not 
considered in this report. The schedules 
of inquiries were prepared and the tables 
have been compiled in a manner as uni- 
form as possible with those of the 
Eleventh Census. 

The statistics of petroleum refining at 
the present census show that while the 
value of the product has increased 45.8 
per cent. over that of 1899, there has been 
a decrease in the number of establish- 
ments and the number of refineries. 
The reduction in the number of _ estab- 
lishments has been due partly to the con- 
solidation of two or more formerly inde- 
pendent concerns under one management, 
and partly to the abandonment and dis- 
mantling of a few comparatively small 
establishments, both being the natural 
result of the present tendency in indus- 
trial conditions. 

The principal features of the statistics 


of petroleum refining in 1899, 1889 and 
1880 are summarized in the following 
table:

ages made at the refinery is not shown as @ 
distinct item of product, and does not appear 
to have been included in the value, 

The aggregate capital shows an _ in- 
crease in 1899 over 1889 of $17,911,596, or 
23.1 per cent. The noteworthy increase 
is in the capital invested in machinery, 
tools, and implements, this portion of the 
capital showing an increase of $18,728,351. 
The value of the buildings shows an in- 
crease of $98,188, and land, an increase 
of $279,364, while that pwrtion classed as 
live capital, represented by the cash on 
hand, accounts and bills receivable, stock 
on hand, etc., shows a decrease of $1,- 
194,307. The average capital per establish- 
ment in 1880 was $817,741; in 1889, it was 
$823,578; and in 1899, it was $1,422,804; a rise 
illustrating clearly the effect of the con- 
solidations which have taken place dur- 
ing the last decade. 

These figures represent, not the capital 
stock of the corporations engaged in the 
industry, but the value of the plants to- 
gether with the live or working capital. 

It is interesting to note that while the 
total capital in 1899 shows an increase of 
23.1 per cent. over 1889, and the value of 
the products, an increase of 45.8 per cent., 
the cost of materials increased 51.4 per 
cent. 

The statistics show that 2 establish- 
ments in 1899 reported as idle, 1 in Ohio, 
and 1 in Texas, having a combined cap- ;{ 
ital of $90,000, against 7 in 1889, of which 1 
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was located in California, 2 in Ohio, 3 in 
Pennsylvania, and 1 in West Virginia, 
having an aggregate capital of $423,508. 

The total number of refineries in oper- 
ation in 1899, 1889, and 1880, by States is

The weather conditions were excep- 
tionally unfavorable for getting the 
present crop to market, and a very 
considerable increase is looked for over 
the receipts of April-July, 1900. The 
seed held in reserve that will go back 
into the ground has not been consid- 
ered in the above figures. Estimating 
the total acreage the coming spring to 
exceed 3,000,000 (and it may be far 
above that figure), there should be in 
reserve in farmers’ hands to-day, or in 
line elevators convenient to the farms, 
for sowing purposes alone, an amount 
approximating 3,000,000 bushels. All the 
predictions made in the Reporter as to 
the effect of weather on seed that had 
matured or was in process of maturing 
have been verified up to the present 
time, and the allowances made for ac- 
tual damage are believed to have been 
greater than were required to cover the 
deficiency. Little can yet be said about

received indicate an intention among 
farmers to put in an increased acreage. 
From Kansas, Missouri and Iowa, 
where the first sowings will be made, 
comes word that a very considerable 
increase may be looked for. The re- 
cent snows throughout the West will 
give sufficient moisture for the tap- 
root of the flax plant after the seed 
has sprouted, even should a dry spell 
intervene.

Minneapolis.—Rejected sold between 
$1.44 and $1.48, according to quality, 
and no grade at $1.38@1.41. Demand 
was only moderate, and the market 
was without important feature. Re- 
ceipts were large for this time of year 
—ninety-six cars for the week. The 
in-store is 480,754, against 529,046 the 
previous week. 

LINSEED OIL.—Market for oil weak 
and lower, with offerings to paint 
grinders at 54c., which is nominally the 
market, though even this quotation is 
not being strictly maintained. It is 
now llc, under the price at the com- 
mencement of the crop year. At that 
time prices for linseed oil were ab- 
normally high. They were a continua- 
tion of the high prices of July of the 
previous crop year, during which val- 
ues had been advanced from 30c, up 
to 65c. for oil, and rrom $21 to $25.50 for 
cake, by reason of the absolute control 
of the market that year by a single 
interest. In August of the present crop 
year the Reporter stated the trade 
were on the eve of lower prices. Sub- 
sequent events proved the Reporter 
was right, and by Oct. 5 oil was 59c. 
In the face of influences tending to still 
lower values, the price of oil was sud- 
denly advanced 10c. by a_ certain 
crushing interest, the trade having 
been forewarned that an advance 
would come. The buying interests 
could see no reason for the advance, 
but became frightened, and on offers to 
be let in at the bottom, viz., around 
64c., a large number of concerns, prin- 
cipally grinders, placed orders extend- 
ing in a number of cases up to May. 


The Reporter advised against pur- 
chases at such fictitious values, and 
again the Reporter was right. After 


keeping the price at the nominal quo- 
tation of 70c. for a month (see sub- 
joined table), a decline set in and was 
not checked until 58c. was reached the 
middle of December. The market was 
weak until a month later, when an- 
other attempt was made at manipula- 
tion, and prices were quickly advanced 
to 60c. and finally to 65c. on Feb, 1. 
After holding the price around 65c. dur- 
ing the month of February, crushers 
became a little anxious to sell, and 
within a month prices dropped from 
65c. to 54c., the present quotation. 
There has not been a time since Aug. 
1 when the conditions, aside from 
manipulative twists, warranted any- 
thing but hand to mouth buying. Seed 
values should decline 40c. between now 
and August, The September option 
sells to-day around $1.15, and it looks 
like a pretty big price at that. Seed 
from the Southwest begins to move the 
middle of July, and there is a large 
movement from that section in Au- 
gust. With August seed around $1.15, 
oil should go to 40c., a good deal, of 
course, depending on the price obtain- 
able for cake. True, there may be 
manipulative influences at work that 
will aim to advance the market in 
April or May, and they may, in a 
measure, be temporarily successful. 
Probably not to exceed 50 per cent, of 
the buying trade are without contracts 
for oil supplies, and this 50 per cent. 
can be easily supplied from oil now on 
hand. The decline that should come 
before August will not all fall in June 
and July, and unless a dealer wishes 
to speculate, he should buy oil as he 








needs it, and only as he needs it. The 
course of prices for oil and cake is:

The market closed quotably 54c. for 
raw in car lots, and from up through 
the schedule to 57c. for boiled in single 
barrel lots. There was little doing in 
car lots, but small orders are becoen- 
ing more numerous. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The market for 
linseed cake is rather quieter, but con- 
tinues very firm at the advance, a fair 
quotation being $22.50 f. o. b. Chicago. 
The recovery in price of this article 
from $20.50 f. o. b, Chicago, which was 
the low point quoted a few weeks ago, 
has been brought about by a good de- 
mand from the other side, owing to 
limited production there and also by 
small stocks and limited production 
here. The situation can be summed 
up in the statement that the supply has 
not oeen equal to the demand. In ad- 
dition to this, a very important factor 
has been the high prices ruling for 
corn and oats, which naturally has 
spread to all kinds of feed. If the seed 
available for crushing, both at home 
and abroad, were crushed, as it ordi- 
narily would be, the situation in cake 
would undoubtedly be somewhat re- 
versed, as the supply would then ex- 
ceed the demand. There has been con- 
siderable inquiry for fall shipment at 
present c. i. f. quotations, but the un- 
certainty of freight rates at that time 
makes it impossible to calculate what 
such cake will net at time of shipment. 

CORN OIL.—Makers are asking 4.70c. 
per pound for corn oil, Chicago, mak- 
ing it about 5c. New York, which is 
an advance of about $1 per hundred 
from the low price of 3%c. three weeks 
ago. Reason—more buyers than sell- 
ers. Some 18,000 barrels have been 
sold for export within two weeks, go- 
ing into soap abroad, and about 2,000 
barrels sold in the same time in the 
domestic market. There has been a 
good domestic demand from paint men 
and soapmakers, and orders have been 
placed for carload lots at the advanc- 
ing market price. Stocks in hands of 
domestic users are reported light. 
Makers of corn oil say their price is 
yet so low that the decline in linseed 
oil does not affect them. A further 
advance in corn oil is looked for. 

CORN OIL CAKE.—Business is be- 
ing done in corn oil cake at the mar- 
ket price, which is about $17 f. o, b. 
Chicago. The demand for cake comes 
entirely from abroad, principally Ger- 
many and France. German oil meal 
is moving on the basis of $18 Chicago. 

OLEO OIL.—Tone of market for oleo 
oil is steady in Europe, although quiet, 
sales having been light. The feeling 
here is very firm and prices to the 
home trade have advanced ce. to 8%c. 
Quality of present product is reported 
excellent, which is not unusual at this 
season, as the best quality oils are 
made in the spring. Local stocks are 
pretty heavy, shipments for some time 
having been light. 

LARD. — After a dull opening lard 
started upward and advanced 650c. with- 
out a check in the advance. It started 
with the strength in corn, which af- 
fected the whole provision line, despite 
the small amount of business ‘done. 
Later hogs came higher, and gave the 
advance an impetus, which was fur- 
ther aided by speculation, due to the 
shortage in the world’s supply. ‘The 
lard market is also very responsive to 
the comparative receipts of hogs in the 
West, and the receipts for March were 
about 90,000 short as compared with 
last year. Exports were 34,500 tierces 
for the week, as against 28,500 a year 








ago, and shipments for the week were 
25,300 tierces. 

TALLOW.—This market has a ten- 
dency to strength. Stocks are light 
and sellers have all the advantage. 
Edible is quoted %c. higher, at 6c. bid, 


with 6%c. asked by some makers. 
Prime nominally 5%c. bid, offerings of 
this grade being light. There is no 
prime country offered. No. 1 packers, 
5%@5%c. City renderers nominally ec. 
higher, at 5%c. 

STEARINES. — Oleo stearine took a 
jump from 8c. to 8%c., and sales were 
effected at the higher price. The first 
advance was to 8%c. bid and 8c. 
asked, with some of the packers talk- 
ing 9c. It was the general belief that 
any material increase in the demand 
would force prices still higher. There 
was some little inquiry at that time 
from Southern refiners, but no trades 
came as far as known. At 8c. there 
were sales aggregating a half~ million 
pounds, and then followed the advance 
to 8%@9c. Tallow stearine is 5%@6c., 
according to brand. White grease 5% 
@5%c. and yellow grease stearine 4% 
@5c. 

GREASES—Continue firm, with fair 
demand, and product in light supply. 
A white, 5@5%c.; B, 4%@4%c.; house, 
4%@4%c.; bone, %c. higher, at 4%@ 
4%c. Fancy yellow is 4%@4%c., and 
ordinary yellow and brown nominally

Extraction and‘ Analysis of the 


Olive Oils of Tunis. 


[Results so far accomplished at the Govern- 
ment station at the city of Tunis. From the 
French of Messrs, B, Millian, E. Bertain- 
chand and F, Malet.) 


Of each of the varieties of olives un- 
der experiment we have taken an aver- 
age weight of 50 kilogrammes, which 
has served for the extracting of oil, 
both by crushing and depulpage. 

1, Crushing. The olives have been 
subjected to the triplex crusher. The 
pulp has been placed in the screwpress 
under a pressure of 70 kilos per centi- 
meter of surface. Thus has been col- 
lected the oil called “oil of the first 
pressure.” The oil cake has then been 
broken up and placed in the hydraulic 
press, undergoing a second pressure of 
150 kilos. Thus results the oil called 
“oil of the second pressure.” The oil 
cake still contains 11 or 12 per cent. of 
fatty matter. 

2, Depulpage. This process separates 
the pulp from the stones (pits). The 
pulp collected, containing the unbroken 
stones, is placed in the initial press, 
and, as in the other case, the oil of 
first pressure is extracted. The cake is 
afterward crumbled, watered with cold 
water, 
time to a stronger pressure. 

Each variety has thus yielded four 
products—by crushing, oil of the first 
pressure and oil of the second pressure; 
by depulpage, oil of the first and oil of 
the second pressure. These four dif- 
ferent oils have been analyzed for each 
of the oil-producing districts of the 
protectorate, 

The results have a bearing on the 
question whether a mingling of the oil 
of the pits with that of the flesh is ad- 
visable. In other words, Is the depul- 
page of utility. 

This question is of very great indus- 
trial importance, and, from a commer- 
cial standpoint, is scarcely less inter- 
esting. Having before us numerous 
samples of oil extracted from different 
portions of the same fruit, we can con- 
veniently state the relation between 
them. 

At first view, it seems astonishing 
that the same fruit should contain oils 
of such different properties; but by 
considering other fatty substances we 
shall find that there is no reason to be 
surprised at the phenomenon. Proof is 
furnished by the fruit of the oil palm. 
On boiling the sarcocarp, the flesh of 
the fruit, oil is obtained known in 
chemistry as palm oil. The kernel yields 
an oil known as palmiste (palm kernel 
oil), These two oils possess different 
properties. While the standard of the 
fatty acids of the palm oil is from 42° 
to 46°; that of the palm kernel oils is 
24°, The iodene index of the palm oil 
is 51; that of the palm kernel oil 15. 
The difference of composition of these 
two oils is clearly indicated by the av- 
erage molecular weights of their fatty 
acids. The average of the fatty acids 
of the palm oils is 270; of the fatty 
acids of the olive oil 280. The relative- 
ly high molecular weight is explained 
by the absence of acids of light weight. 

For the fatty acids of the palm ker- 
nel oils we have an average molecular 
weight of 211. These oils contain, even 
to 40 per cent. of triglycerides and acids 
of light molecular weight, lauric, ca- 
pric, caprulac, caproic,

Palm oil, from the high standard of 
fatty acids, is employed in the manu- 
facture of stearin candles. Palm ker- 
nel oil resembles the coprah oil, and, 
like that, is employed in making vege- 
table batter. 

To render the matter clearer, we re- 
call also the notable difference in the 
composition of fats extracted from dif- 
ferent adipose parts of the same ani- 
mal. The proportion of olein varies 
from 47 to 67 per cent., according as we 
consider the fat of the intestines or 
that of the abdominal walls. We see, 
by these examples, the profound 
changes met with in the composition 
of fatty matter extracted from cells 
submitted to the same vital influence, 
and from cells developed simultane- 
ously in the some neighborhood. 

In considering the special case of the 
oils extracted from the flesh and from 
the stones of the olive, we find the 
following average composition of the 
oils extracted from the stones:—The 
husk, 9 per cent.; the kernel, 10 per 
cent. For the kernel we have:— 
Water, 12.44 per cent.; fatty matter, 
28.52 per cent.; residuum, 59.04 per cent. 
For the husk:—Water, 13 per cent.; 
fatty matter, 1.04 per cent.; residuum, 
85.06 per cent. The fatty matter is 
nearly all contained in the kernel. 

The relative proportion of the oil of 
the pulp and oil of the stones has not 
yet been submitted to very thorough 
study and the data are variable. 

Certain authors, not fully informed, 
have attributed to the oil of the stones 
the properties of the oil of the residu- 
um, The latter is a very oxidized mix- 
ture of the oils of the pulp and of the 
stones, and does not admit of compari- 
son here. 

Theodore Chateau, in his Guide 
Pratique des Corps Gras Industriels, 
says relative to the oils extracted 
from the different parts of the olive:— 
“The pellicle, the flesh, the stone and 
the kernel each furnish a special oil. 
The oil of the flesh contains less 
stearin; it remains fluid at a lower 
temperature, and it grows rancid less 
quickly than that furnished by the 
stone and the kernel.” In the Manuel 
Pratique du Fabricant d’Huile of Ad. 
Dalican we find a similar statement:— 
“The oil of the woody part of the stone 
is not abundant. It is rather a thick 
mixture of insipid flavor, growing ran- 
cid quickly, and then acquiring a de- 
testable odor.’”’ As to the oil of the 
kernel, he says:—‘‘This oil is yellowish, 
limpid, growing rancid quickly and 
yielding no deposit; it represents 
about one-third of the weight of the 
stone.” 

M, Sieuve, according to his experi- 
ments, attributes the defects of the oils 
and their faculty to grow rancid to 
the presence of the oils of the kernel 
and the stone; so he is in favor of 
separating the flesh from the stone. 

We commenced with investigations 
in this direction and have ascertained 
from numerous samples that the oils 
made only from the fleshy part and 
those made from the flesh and the ker- 
nel together do not present, with refer- 
ence to rancidity, any distinctive char- 
acter. In time, the rancidity increases 
without doubt, but in the same pro- 
portion with the oil of the flesh and 
that of the total. It is clearly estab- 
lished that this unfavorable opinion 
concerning their rancidity is not 
founded upon any reliable data, In 
this point of view, however, there does 
not appear to be any objection to mix- 
ing the oils of the flesh and those of 
the stones. On considering the con- 
stants furnished by analysis, and com- 
paring the figures obtained for the oils 
extracted from the whole olive and 
those of the flesh only, i. e., the oils of 
the depulper, we mark no noticeable 
difference. The oil of the stones con- 
stitutes only a slight proportion of the 
total mass, and on this account its 
presence does not appear to have an 
appreciable influence on the result. We 
propose to continue the study of the 
oils of the stones thoroughly. These, 
separated from the flesh, will be 
crushed and the oil extracted will be 
experimented on, 

According to the analytical] data 
found in the literaure of fatty bodies, 
the density of the iodine index of the 
oils of the stones is a little above the 
average of olive oil; the index of sa- 
ponification is a little below. 

The most recent deliverance on the 
oils of the kernel is of M. Otto Klein. 
This chemist remarks the difference 
which we have also noted for the con- 
stants of the oils of the kernel, as com- 
pared with those of olive oils. But he 
attaches only slight importance to 
these results, which he attributes to 
the phenomenon of oxidation. These 
differences, he says, are explained by 
the fact that the preparation of the 
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material requires considerable time, 
and that these, in consequence, under- 
go a slight oxidation. He gives these 
figures for two oils of the kernel ex- 
tracted warm:—

These figures deviate a little from the 
average characterizing olive oils, Ought 
we to attribute these deviations en- 
tirely to oxidation? No. For, if we 
were really in presence of a process of 
oxidation, the results would be quite 
different. Oxidation will, indeed, di- 
minish the molecular weight of the tri- 
glycerides, and consequently diminish 
the index of saponification; but it will 
also diminish the iodine absorption, 
since the bodies not saturated will be 
converted into saturated derivatives. 
The oxidized oil will also have an iodine 
index notably less than a non-oxidized 
oil, and this index will be the less as 
the oxidation is the greater. So, when 
we find an iodine index higher than the 
usual average, we cannot attribute it 
to the phenomenon of oxidation; the 
effect is opposite. On the particular 
case before us we cannot attribute to 
oxidation the special figures found for 
the oils of the kernels of olives; on the 
contrary, we must see in them, for the 
oils of the kernels, a special and dis- 
tinctive character. ‘ 

Our figures do not allow us to pro- 
nounce in a categorical manner, but 
these facts deserve to be considered, 
for it is by taking them as a base 
that we can push the investigations 
further. In’ the present state of the 
question everything favors the belief 
that there exists a difference in the 
chemical constitution of the oils of the 
kernels and those of the flesh. These 
differences are not yet closely estab- 
lished; only a_ thorough methodical 
study will allow us to fix them. The 
important fact that we have noticed 
relates to the rancidity. The kernel oil 
does not grow rancid as quickly as 
that of the pulp. With reference to the 
preservation, it does not appear neces- 
sary to separate the two oils, but as 
far as concerns the quality of the oils, 
the solution may be quite different. 

According to the opinion of the 
tasters, it is impossible to determine 
whether an oil proceeds from the en- 
tire olive or only from the pulp, The 
oil of the kernel does not, therefore, 
communicate to the oil of the pulp the 
special characteristic organoleptic 
property. 

But if, of a certain quality of olives, 
a part furnishes oll with the aid of the 
depulper and part with that of the 
crusher, the experts are unanimous in 
assigning greater delicacy to the oil of 
the depulper. Thus M. Epinet, a man- 
ufacturer of Mahdia, who separates the 
stones by an apparatus of his own in- 
vention, realizes marked differences in 
price in favor of the oil of the depulper. 
Olive oil of first pressure of ordinary 
make has been sold at 90 francs, while 
oil of the depulper at the same time 
reached the figure of 130 francs. This 
fact does not at all surprise us. 

It is not, therefore, chemistry which 
will solve the question whether the de- 
pulper should be used or not. In the 
present state of science, the role of 
chemistry may be considered as ending 
when it has reduced the question to an 
organoleptic appreciation. 

We have shown that with reference 
to the preservation the oils of the flesh 
and those of the stones behave exactly 
alike. We have noticed their differ- 
ences of composition. There only re- 
mains to establish it in a more rigor- 
ous manner. 

But it will be for the taster to indi- 
cate to us which of the two products 
he appreciates the more. If he gives 
preference to the oil of the flesh, it will 
be for the manufacturer to inquire 
whether the additional manipulation, 
with its increase of expense, will be 
compensated for by the increase in 
value. 

Together with this question concern- 
ing the depulpage, we are examining 
at the experimental mill the production 
of oil by the Italian and provincial 
methods. Another important question 
to be studied is that of the influence of 
the olive on the quality of the oil. 
What is the best time for gathering 
them? In the north of the protectorate 
we have already conducted experiments 
in making oils from green, purple and 
black olives of the same varieties. 

The most esteemed oils proceed from 
the purple olives. Green olives produce 
an oil that keeps well, but has a bitter 
taste. The oil from the black olives is 
more bland, but is less easily preserved. 
The oil from the purple olives has not 
the bitterness of that of the green 
olives and keeps well. 

We shall ascertain whether this fact 
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is general, and is confirmed by the olls 
of the south and the center of the pro- 
tectorate, 

Demargarination (separation of the 
margarine) is also of capital impor- 
tance, for most of our Tunisian oils 
have been subject to the reproach that 
they are too concrete and congeal too 
readily. This question we expect to 
study and solve. 

Density. In examining the figures 
furnished by our analyses, it appears 
that the density may reach for pure 
Olive oil 0.919 at 15°C. Hitherto the 
maximum density has been set at 0.918. 
An olive oil may, therefore, have a 
density of 0.919, and now be held to be 
pure. The minimum density is never 
less than 0.917. 

Action of Nitrous Fumes. In general 
olive oils are solidified by the action of 
nitrous fumes. However, it can be seen 
that the solidification is incomplete, 
and that the oil remains in a pasty 
state. But it does not continue fluid, 
which would be the case if the oil were 
adulterated with arichidic oil. 

Sulphuric Saponification. Esculent 
olive oil gives figures of absolute sul- 
phuric saponification, varying between 
30° and 36°C. These are the figures they 
have always attained in our analyses, 
The relative sulphuric saponification 
gives figures between 85° and 96°C, 

Iodine Index. It is admitted that the 
jodine index is included between 79° 
and 88°, but we have obtained in the 
pure olive oils of Tunis figures between 
79.3 and 89.4, 

Solubility in Absolufe Alcohol. For 
the qualitative analysis, the fatty mat- 
ter is separated from its free acids by 
two successive solutions. The solubil- 
ity of olive oils is generally comprised 
between 43 and 47 per mill. 

Action of Saccharated Chlorhydric 
Acid. This reaction, previous to the re- 
searches of M. Milliau, was operated 
directly on the oil, and this might be 
the cause of matlrial errors. It is 
known that, in presence of chlorhydric 
acid, sesame oil takes a red tint, and 
that in the mixture of olive and sesame 
oils the tint passes from red to a rose 
color, according to the greater or less 
proportion of sesame oil in the mix- 
ture, , 

This reaction will not apply to the 
oils of Tunis, which very frequently 
give by this process a red or a rose 
coloration, 

In operating on the fatty acids, in- 
stead of the oils, M. Milliau has proved 
that the reaction is quite as sensitive. 
The oils we have’ produced at our 
works give a rosy coloration by the old 
method, but the reaction is null with 
the Milliau process. 

This operation may be extended to the 
search for cottonseed oil in olive oil by 
the Becchi process, according to which 
the operation is performed on the oil 
itself without previous purification. 
The mixture treated with alcohol and 
silver nitrate furnishes a brown color, 
diagnosticating the presence of cotton- 
seed oil. In the pure Tunis oils the 
reaction also takes place, suggesting 
fraud. M. Millian has modified the 
process by acting directly on the fatty 
acids. The reaction is then perfectly 
clear, and the Tunis oils, under the 
new conditions, give no coloration. 

Fatty Acids.—The proportion of fixed 
fatty acids varies for the Tunisian oils 
from 94 to 96 degs.; the average being 
about 95.5 per cent. 

These fixed fatty acids include 
palmitic and stearic acids (fatty con- 
crete acids, saturated) in very variable 
proportions. The proportion of con- 
crete fatty acids may vary from 18 to 
31 per cent., and consequently the pro- 
portion of fluid acids from 69 to 87 per 
cent. 1 

This great variation in the respective 
proportions of the concrete fatty acids 
seems to depend solely on the place of 
production of the olives employed for 
obtaining the oil. 

Indeed, for the same variety of olives 
we have obtained, according to the 
origin, oils of ‘different composition. 
Thus the chemlali from Galsa yielded 
an oil of which the fatty acids in- 
cluded 83 per cent. of fluid acids. The 
same variety from Sousse (Djemmal) 
yielded an oil of which the fatty acids 
included only 68 per cent. of fluid 
acids. On the other hand, for the 
same regions, the respective propor- 
tions of concrete and fluid acids were 
maintained within very narrow limits, 
even for oils obtained from different 
varieties of olives. For example, for 
Bizerta, the oils extracted from the 
varieties of olives known as rajou, 
chaibi and saial, all yielded fatty acids 
having a percentage of fluid acids 
varying only from 80 to 86 per cent. 

From the results of our analyses it 
appears that the oils from the regions 
of Bizerta, Tunis and Gafsa include a

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‘large proportion of glycerides with 
fluid fatty acids. The oils of the re- 
gion of Sousse and Sfax are richer in 
‘ glycerides with concrete fatty acids. 
Besides, the points of solidification of 
the fatty acids, which depend on the 
percentage of concrete acids, are not- 
ably higher for the oils of Sousse and 
Sfax than for those of Bizerta, Tunis 
and Gafsa. 

Thus, according to the region, we ob- 
tain oils containing a greater or less 
percentage of glycerides with fluid 
fatty acids. 

The fluid fatty acids are non-sat- 
urated acids, capable of absorbing 
iodine. 

The concrete fatty acids are non-sat- 
urated acids (palmitic and_ stearic). 
So it might be admitted at first sight 
that oils containing the highest per- 
centage of glycerides with fiuid fatty 
acids will have higher iodine indices. 

This, however, is not the case. If 
we compare the fodine indices of the 
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compositions of the fluid acids, we see 
that there exists no well-defined rela- 
tion between the iodine indication and 
the percentage of fluid acids. At times 
even the iodine index is higher, with 
an oll of low percentage of fluid acids, 
than with an oil of greater proportions. 
This is curious and interesting. 

The average of the proportion of 
fluid fatty acids for the Bizerta oils is 
83 per cent.; those of Sousse 76.6 ‘per 
cent. only. The average of the iodine 
index is, however, higher for the oils of 
Sousse than for those of Bizerta. 

The iodine index represents the num- 
ber of grammes of iodine absorbed by 
100 grammes of oil (glycerides). To ob- 
tain the iodine index of the fatty acids, 
i. e., the number of grammes of iodine 
absorbed by 100 grammes of fatty 
acids, it is sufficient to divide the 
iodine index of the oil by 0.955. 

Of the oils of Bizerta, 100 grammes 
of fatty acids absorb 87.7 of iodine. 
Now, the fluid acids are alone capable

of absorbing iodine. As in the fatty 
acids of the oils of Bizerta, we have 
83 per cent. of fluid acids, we conclude 
that these 83 grammes absorb 87.7 
grammes of iodine. 

The iodine index of the fatty acids, 
i. e., the number of grammes of iodine 
absorbed by 100 grammes of fluid acids, 

87.7100 
will be = 105.7. We obtained in 
83 
the same way the iodine indices of the 
fluid acids of other regions. 

In olive oil we find as a fluid acid 
oleic acid, C18H3402, a non-saturated 
acid of the series CnH(2n-2)02. A 
molecule of oleic acid being capable of 
absorbing two atoms of iodine, the 
iodine index of pure oleic acid is, there- 
fore, 90.1, 

The iodine index found for the fluid 
acids of the Tunis oils are all higher 
than 90.1, which shows (as has been 
noticed before) that the fatty acids of 
olive oils contain, along with oleic acid, 
acids still less saturated than either 
those of the linoleic series, CnH(2n- 
4)02, or acids of the linolenic series, 
CnH (2n-6)02. 

The iodine index of the linoleic acids 
is 181.4 of the linolenic acids, 274.1. 

A slight proportion of these acids, in 
presence of oleic acids, will thus in- 
crease the iodine index very materially. 
On referring to our tables of the fluid 
fatty acids of the Tunis oils, we see 
that those of Sousse and Sfax have the 
highest percentage, which proves that 
the fatty acids contain a greater per- 
centage of acids of the series CnH(2n- 
4)02 or CnH(2n-6)02, in presence of 
oleic acid. This explains again why 
the oils of Sousse and of Sfax, all hav- 
ing a percentage of concrete oils high- 
er than the oils of Bizerta and Gafsa, 
give iodine indices as high, and even 
higher. As to the chemical compo- 
sition of the oils of the different re- 
gions of Tumis, it follows from what 
precedes that:— 

A. 1, Oils of the regions of Sousse and 
Sfax have substantially the same com- 
position, 

2. These oils are very rich in con- 
crete fatty acids, about 24 per cent. on 
the average. 

3. These oils, notwithstanding their 
slight proportion of fluid acids, still 
possess iodine indices as high as the 
oils of other parts of the Protectorate, 
showing a higher proportion of linoleic- 
linolenic acids. 

B. 1. The oils of Bizerta and of Gafsa 
have essentially the same chemical 
composition. 

2. These oils contain less concrete 
acids than the oils of Sousse and of 
Sfax, about 17 per cent. on the average. 

3. The oils are less rich in linoleic- 
linolenic acids than the oils of Sousse 
and Sfax. 

Cc. 1. The oils of the region of Tunis 
have a chemical composition differing 
a little from the preceding groups (A 
and B). . 

2. Their percentage of concrete 
fatty acids is about the same as that 
of the oils of Bizerta and of Gafsa, 
about 17.507 on the average. 

8. The iodine index of the fluid 
acids is about the same as that of the 








fluid acids of the oils of Sousse and of 
Sfax. These oils contain nearly the 
same percentage of linoleic-linolenic 
acids, 


The chemical composition of the oils 
of the region of Tunis would be the 
same as that of the oils of Sousse and 
Sfax if the percentage of glycerides of 
concrete acids were increased. 

The oils of Bizerta and Gafsa con- 
tain the smallest proportion of linoleic- 
linolenic acids. These oils must, con- 
sequently, be less siccative than the 
oils of the region of Tunis, Sousse and 
Sfax. ae 

We shall continue researches in this 
direction.

Blown Oils. 


It is about twenty-five years since 
Englisa and Dutch drying linseed oil 
was put on the market as “blown oil,” 
with the claim that its siccative prop- 
erties had been improved by the expe- 
dient of blowing air through it. The 
process was not known in Germany till 
later, and was only introduced into 
that country twelve or fifteen years 
ago. The method was, however, aban- 
doned, as it was considered to give re- 
sults inferior to those obtained by the 
use of heat, with or without metallic 
siccatives. Although, however, the orig- 
inal application of the process was 
given up, a use was found for it in the 
preparation of thick oils used in the 
leather and waxed-cloth trades, and 
a plant is used more or less similar to 
that patented in 1871 by William Par- 
nacott, of Leeds, for the oxidation of 
vegetable oils. The blast may be hot 


or cold, and arrangements are made 
for it to convey finely powdered oxi- 
dizing agents if required. The recep- 
tacle for the oil has a counterpoised 
conical cover, which has a hole in its 


pointed top. 


The receptacle is placed 
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over a naked fire, and contains a per- 
forated tube, by means of which a mul- 
titude of fine streams of air bubbles 
can be forced through the oil. On its 
way to the oil, the blast passes through 
a small vessel, which has an air jacket. 
This jacket can be heated either by 
the products of the combustion going on 
under the oil receptacle or independent- 
ly, so as to heat the blast. A vertical 
tube arising from the cover of this 
small vessel has its center expanded 
into a globe, which has a cock above 
and below it. The upper end of the 
tube opens out into a funnel. By means 
of this and the upper tap the globe can 
be filled with the powdered oxidizer 
above alluded to, which can then be 
admitted to the blast chamber by clos- 
ing the upper tap and opening the lower 
one. 


This apparatus has undergone modi- 
fications when used for making thick 
linseed oil, and which are the result of 
empirical experience in its use for that 
purpose. The chief change has been 
the discarding of the small blast cham- 
ber, the oxidizing substances—such as 
sulphate of zinc, sugar of lead, litharge, 
manganese compounds, etc.—being put 
direct into the oil receptacle. The hood 
of the latter can also be dispensed with, 
except for hot blasting. This process 
produces a partial distillation of the oil, 
and develops vapors which it is desir- 
able to get rid of as quickly as possi- 
ble. The hood must therefore be used, 
and the hole at the top of it must be 
connected to a pipe leading into the 
chimney of the fire. Even in cold blast- 
ing the cover should be used, as it pre- 
vents loss by spirting. 

As regards the dimensions of the oil 
receptacle, its depth is the most impor- 
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tant matter, and should be such that 
the air passes through a depth of about 
82 inches. The diameter of the recep- 
tacles will depend entirely upon the ca- 
pacity desired of it. The piping con- 
veying the air should be arranged with 
as few and as gentle bends as possible 
—i.e., that the passage of the air is re- 
sisted as little as may be. The only 
useful part of the force of the blast is 
that which drives the air through the 
oil. The fire should not reach as high 
on the outside of the oil receptacle as 
the level of the oil surface inside, but 
should be kept at least 3 or 4 inches be- 
low it. Air channels should also be pro- 
vided in the brickwork, which are kept 
closed by iron doors during the heat, 
but which serve, when the doors are 
opened, to rapidly lower the tempera- 
ture of the oil. 

It must be remembered that the blast 
produces heat in the oil independent of 
that given to it by the fire. If the oil 
is heated to 200 deg. C., and the blast is 
then started, the temperature first falls 
a little, but rapidly reaches 270-280 deg. 
An initial temperature of 40-50 deg. is in 
like manner raised by the blast, and by 
the same amount—viz.: to 110-120 deg. 
Great attention must be paid to the 
regulation of the temperature, especial- 
ly when a very pale oilis needed, as is 
very often the case, As regards the dur- 
ation of the blast, it depends upon the 
character of the oil, and also upon the 
temperature employed, and whether 
driers are or are not used. The purer 
the oil and the higher the temperature, 
the less the time required for the blast, 
and the presence of driers also shortens 
it, but high temperatures an driers 
tend_to_ darken the_oil_very consider. 
ably. Hence, on the whole, when low 


temperatures and no driers are used, 
the oil fetches a much higher price, al- 
though its thickening takes longer. If 
driers are used, it is important to note 
that they should not be kept long in 
contact with the hot oil, but should be 
stirred in at the close of the blast, 
when the temperature has fallen to 
about 130 deg. C. At this temperature 
the oil should be stirred up with the 
driers for about an hour, and then al- 
lowed to cool.—Oils, Colors and Dry- 
salteries.

Hydrogen and Acetylene Black. 


(From the French of M. Flumel in La Nature). 

M. Huban has manufactured hydro- 
gen and the black with the aid of ace- 
tylene, which is easily produced itself 
by means of calcium carbide. 

Inspired by the researches of Ber- 
thelot and Vieille M. Huban demon- 
strated in 1896 that when acetylene, 
under a pressure of two to five atmos- 
pheres, is decomposed while bursting 
into flame, under the action of the in- 
candescent wire, higher pressure up to 
25 atmospheres need not be feared, 
Consequently, the explosion resulting 
from the ignition can be rendered 
harmless, when a sufficiently strong 
vessel is used. The result of the ex- 
plosion is on the one side hydrogen, 
and on the other, the black. 

The apparatus of M. Huban has been 
made by N. Ducretet, and consists of 
a tank designed for the storage of hy- 
drogen and a suction and force pump, 
condenses acetylene under a pressure of 
five atmospheres in the cailletet steel 
block, in which the ignition is pro- 
duced by means of a wire brought to 
incandescence by electricity. When 
heated, the acetylene is perfectly de- 
composed, and the resultant hydrogen 
is brought under a pressure of 25 at- 
mospheres. At the same time the black 
falls to the bottom of the block and 
upon its sides. On opening a cock, the 
hydrogen escapes into the tank. The 
operation is not dangerous, as might 
be supposed, and so much the less, as, 
for protection, it can be ignited at any 
desired distance. Under these condi- 
tions the hydrogen is obtained at a 
net cost practically null. An effective 
estimate can be made at one franc per 
kilogram of acetylene, taken from 
ace carblde factories, the kilogram of

acetylene, as decomposed, yielding 
about 75 grams of hydrogen, which 
represents more than a cubic meter of 
gas, and 925 grams of the black. These 
25 grams of the black have alone a 
market value greater than the price of 
the acetylene employed as the original 
material,

In sympathy with a general improve- 
ment in other lines of trade, chemicals 
are also showing more life, even though 
the week is broken by the Easter holi- 
days. Alkali and caustic soda are the 
most active articles, though sal soda 
and bicarb are both a good second. 
Brimstone has arrived more freely, and 
in consequence prices are easier. The 
same conditions apply to nitrate of 
soda. Blue vitriol and arsenic, though 
quiet, are fairly steady. There are re- 
ports current that the differences which 
have existed for some months among 
the cream of tartar makers may soon 
be adjusted, and prices resume a more 
stable position. Chlorate of potash and 
other potashes are all quiet but steady. 
Copperas in the West is selling at low 
prices, but in this section no change as 
yet has been made. The other light 
chemicals and acids show few changes, 
as detailed below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

ALKALI. — Further business is re- 
ported in domestic high test for deliv- 
ery over next fire at 80@85c. f. 0. b. 
works, the sales aggregating 1,500 tons 
within the range, according to make 
and quantity. Second-hand parcels are 
about closed out, though a few stray 
lots are now and then picked up at 
T7l%ec. f. o. b. works. In this section 
trade has been rather quiet, but prices 
are well sustained at 85@90c., as to 
make and seller. 

BICARB SODA. Better demand is 
reported, both for export and for home 
consumption, at 1%e. for ordinary and 
34@3ec. f. o. b. for extra grades, less 
the usual discount terms. In the West 
and South, where competition is sharp, 
prices are more or less irregular, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Since the month 
opened an improved demand is report- 
ed, especially for forward delivery of 
domestic high test, and sales have been 
made well into next year at 1.90c. f.0.b. 
works. A few sales of second-hand 
parcels are reported at 1.87%c. f. 0. b. 
works, but these lots generally are 
held at 1.90c. f. 0. b. works for a lim- 
ited quantity. As yet ne change has 
been made in powdered, which is held 
steady at 24%@3\c. f. 0. b. works, less 
the usual terms, as to make, test and 
quantity. 

SAL SODA.—In this section the mar- 
ket is steady under an improved de- 
mand for delivery up to July. As yet 
makers have made no change, and are 
quoting .50c. f. o. b. works and .60c, de- 
livered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms, Outside of this city it 
is hard to tell what the price really is, 
owing to the sharp competition among 
the various makers. Concentrated is 
without special feature, and may be 











quoted at 1.40@1.50c. f. 0. b. for “Arm 
and Hammer,” less the usual terms 
Foreign is selling in a retail way for 
arrval at .67l4c. 

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTALS.— 
There is no falling off in the demand 
for delivery upon the opening of the 
canal. Beyond this trade has been rath- 
er quiet. Values remain steady at 1.40 
@1.50c., and for “Snowflake” at 1c. 
f. o. b. works, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—In the ab- 
sence of any important demand, it is 
hard to quote, especially as the arri- 
vals have been free, with considerable 
pressure to sell. Small sales are re- 
ported from dock at 1%@1%c., as to 
make, test and seller. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Since the month opened 
contract deliveries have shown a very 
satisfactory increase over the previous 
month. Values remain steady at 15c. 
and upward, as to test, make and de- 
livery point, 

MURIATIC.—Rather more inquiry 
for export in addition to the regular 
deliveries to the home trade. Beyond 
this trade is of its usual dimensions, 
and is satisfied at 1.20c. and upward, 
acording to strength and quantity. 

OXALIC.—There is a good jobbing 
demand for spot and for delivery up 
to July at 5\%@6c., as to make and 
seller. 

TARTARIC.—Under reports of an 
early settlement of the differences 
which have existed among the various 
makers, prices are steadier, with lim- 
ited offerings at 28%%c. for crystals and 
29@29%ec. for powdered, less the usual 
terms, 

SULPHURIC.—No change in the sit- 
nation since our last report. Further 
export business is reported, but be- 
yond this, trade in excess of the regu- 
lar contract deliveries is light. Prices 
remain steady at 1.20c. and upward for 
66 deg., as ta quantity and delivery 
point. ’ 
Miscellaneous Chemicals, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—There has 
been no paucity in the demand either 
for export or for home consumption. 
Stocks continue light and prices are 
well sustained at 1.05@1.10c. for brown 
and 1.55@1.60c. for gray, as to quantity 
and point of delivery. 

ALUM.—Since the month opened 
there has been a decided increase in 
contract deliveries, both in this section 
and for delivery down East, Values 
remain unchanged at 1.75@1.80c. for 
lump, and 1.80@1.85c. for ground, as to 
make and quantity. 

ARSENIC.—No change in the situ- 
ation except that what demand there 
is for spot goods is of a retail nature 
and is satisfied at 4%c., and for arrival 
round lots are held at 4%4c. and up- 
ward, as to make and seller. Red is 
dull at 7%c. and upward, as to seller. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The market is a 
shade easier and the market may be 
quoted nominal at 5@5\c., as to make

BRIMSTONE.—Under free arrivals 
and more pressure to sell the market 

is dull at $21.50@$22 for spot, Ship- 
ments are quoted at $21@$21.25 per ton, 
as to quantity and date of shipment. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Only a 
small jobbing demand is reported out- 
side of regular contract deliveries at 
8% @8%c. for crystals and 8%@8%c. for 
powdered, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. Imported is in light stock and 
held at 10@10%c. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—The market 
remains steady for arrival at 9%@9%c., 
but for prompt delivery second hands 
are shading these figures according to 
the size of the order. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Only a small 
jobbing demand to meet current wants 
and these are few is reported at 54%@ 
6%c., as to test and quantity. 

COPPERAS.—It is reported from the 
West that sales are being made at 
35e. for car lots in barrels, but in this 
section no change is reported from 
previous quotations of 40c. for bulk 
and 45c. for barrels. 

CREAM OF TARTAR.—The market 
is a shade firmer, with less pressure to 
sell by the makers, who are offering 
in a limited way at 20c. for either. 

GLAUBER’S SALT. — The _ usual 
spring demand prevails, and sales are 
being made at 70c. and upward, as to 
delivery point and size of the order. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Arrivals con- 
tinue to come freely to hand upon a 
dull market. Small sales are reported 
at 1.79@1.80c. Shipments are quiet, but 
held steady at 1.80c. and upward, as to 
date of arrival. 

SAL AMMONTAC.—The usual con- 
suming demand prevails for spot par- 
cels at 6@6%c. for white grain and 9c. 
for lump. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—The usual con- 
tract deliveries are going forward 
promptly, but beyond this trade is 
rather slow. Prices remain unchanged 
at 6@6%c. for brown and 8@8\%c. for 
white crystals. 

SALTPETER.—In the absence of 
any important demand, the market for 
crude may be quoted dull at 3.30@3.35c., 
as to quantity and seller. Refined is 
jobbing at 44%@5%c., as to grade and 
quantity. 

Ammoniates, Potashes, Etc. 

The market since the month opened 
has been rather quiet, as buyers and 
sellers are still apart in their views as 
regards the future. Considerable busi- 
ness has been done with the South and 
East. Stocks at the West are light, 
and for prompt shipment full prices 
are asked. Sulphate of ammonia on 
the spot is held at $2.80, but for ship- 
ment $2.72%@2.75c. is named, as to 
date of arrival. Blood is selling fairly 
well at $2.15 f. o. b. Chicago and at 
$2.35 for New York soft. Tankage has 
sold freely, and at the close $2.15 and 
10 f. o. b. Chicago for 9 and 20 was 
lowest named. Bone meal is dull, and 
to place a round lot concession in 
prices would have to be made. Cal- 
cutta is nominal at $19@22.50, and do- 
mestic steamed ground at $17@18 per 
ton, as to purity. Additional orders 
are daily being received for the pot- 
ashes for prompt delivery. Fish scrap, 
none offering.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Naval Steres Season of 1900 1901. 
Savannah, April 4, 1901. 

The closing of the naval stores sea- 
son for 1900-1901 shows Savannah’s re- 
ceipts to have exceeded those for any 
previous season in the history of the 
industry. While it will be several days 
before the figures are compiled show- 
ing the crop, the fact that the re- 
ceipts here show an increase over last 
year of about 10 per cent. and those 
from the Gulf ports an increase of 20 
per cent., means that the crop will 
turn out the largest in the history of 
the trade. This excess in production 
accounts for the present low prices for 
both turpentine and rosins, as com- 
pared with the previous season. 

Savannah's receipts were 339,649 spir- 
its, against 313,061 last year, and 1,262,- 
463 rosin, against 1,188,211 last year. 
The shipments were 333,944 spirits, 
against 310,864 last year, and 1,126,622 
rosin, against 1,045,706 last year. 

The natural cause of the unusually 
large production was the high prices 
which prevailed for both spirits and 
rosin during the season of 1899-1900. 


OIL PAINT AND 


With the price at its high point, rang- 
ing around 53%c. to 54%c., it is not 
strange that every stone was turned 
by operators to make the most they 
could on their farms and market their 
stuff while prices weré at an attractive 
level. So determined was their effort 
to increase their output that the se- 
rious difficulty in securing sufficient la- 
bor to carry on their operations and 
the destructive floods during the early 
part of the season did not throw them 
back to any material extent. Owing to 
the large demand for labor from the 
sawmills and other industries in the 
pine belt, the supply for the turpen- 
tine men was greatly reduced, and in 
many instances they were compelled 
to suspend work while they sent out to 
engage labor. While these were great 
drawbacks, they seem to have been 
thoroughly overcome, judging from the 
amount of stuff marketed during the 
season. 

The following table will show the 
range in the prices of spirits and ros- 
ins for the past three seasons:—

The decline in prices started when 
the daily receipts began to increase at 
a rate which showed that the produc- 
tion would probably be large in spite 
of the many drawbacks encountered. 
This enabled buyers to put pressure 
on the market, and as the main hope 
of factors was ‘in a lessening of the re- 
ceipts, the continued evidences of a 
record-breaking crop caused the situa- 
tion to grow worse and worse. From 
the high point at 53%c. for spirits the 
price dropped to 34c., without having 
any material reaction since the decline 
set in. 

One of the effects of the lower price 
for spirits was to bring the basis for 
May-August futures to a figure which 
was unsatisfactory to factors, and for 
this reason the new season opens with- 
out the sale of a cask for future de- 
livery. At this time last year large 
contracts for the delivery of May-Au- 
gust supplies had been made on a ba- 
sis of from 42 to 43c. Factors wanted 
about the same prices for the new sea- 
son’s stuff, whereas buyers were bid- 
ding in the thirties, and were not ap- 
parently anxious to get into the mar- 
ket at any price. The result was that 
no future business was done and the 
entire of the new season’s trading will 
be in the open market unless contracts 
are made in the next few days, which 
is very improbable. The prices of 
rosins have held fairly well in com- 
parison with last year, and the de- 
mand has been satisfactory at moder- 
ate recessions from time to time. 

The attention of the trade was called 
several weeks before the opening of 
the box-cutting season to the demora- 
lization caused by over-production and 
it was determined to adopt such meas- 
ures as would bring about relief. 
Every factor decided to curtail ad- 
vances to operators and to use every 
other possible influence to bring about 
a lessening in the new season’s out- 
put. With the precautions which have 
been taken to reduce the coming crop 
it is hoped to establish better prices 
than prevailed most of last season, and 
to maintain them by a moderate move- 
ment of the crop to the trading cen- 
ters. 

This is probably the first instance in 
the history of naval stores manufac- 
turing that it has been found neces- 
sary to draw the lines on the produc- 
tion to bring it within the world’s re- 
quirements. The forward strides from 
year to year in the handling and de- 
velopment of the industry have been 
rapid, but they have not run the out- 
put so far in excess of the demand as 
to make it necessary to restrict opera- 
tions. 

Three distinct stages have been 
passed through since the brawny Tar 
Heel began the tapping of prices over 
sixty years ago. Before much was 
known of the process of distilling the 
crude product in this country farmers 
sold the gum from the trees, which 
was packed in barrels and shipped to 
England for distilling in about the 
Same sort of packages in which rosins 
are now shipped. In those days the 
profits to be derived later by the more 
intelligent handling of naval _ stores 
was a transient dream, and was prob- 
ably not realized any more then than 
the many uses to which it was to be 
put in later years. While the exact 
time is not known, it is said to have 
been many years before the American 
turpentine farmer found that greater

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profits were in store for him by dis- 
tilling at home ‘in place of sending the 
gum abroad for distilling, and as a re- 
sult the wily fellow on the other side 
continued to reap the harvest. 
Tradition has it that the first distill- 
ing of crude pine gum in this country 
was done in New York a short time be- 
fore it was taken up in North Carolina, 
When the knowledge of distilling be 
came known it spread rapidly among 
the farmers, and was a great encour- 
agement to an enlargement of the busi- 
ness. Shortly after ‘stills’ found their 
way to the farms the shipment of gum 
abroad ceased, and in its place the dis- 


tilled products went direct to the con- 
suming centers. This may be consid- 
ered the second great forward stride 
in the handling and marketing of 
naval stores in this country. 

As the industry progressed, other and 
better uses were found for naval stores, 
which has resulted in enormous home 
consumption. This was largely due to 
the work of the chemist in finding 
more uses for rosins. Factories are be- 
ing established in the South, the larg- 
est being now at Savannah, for the 
manufacture from rosins of rosin oil, 
used extensively as a lubricant, and 
pitch, for which there is also a large

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demand. It may be surprising to know 
that rosin has come to be a formid- 
able competitor of mutton tallow, yet 
such is the case. Many by-products 
are being made from it, and the chem- 
ical tests which are constantly being 
made give promise of as much progress 
in the future as has been made dur- 
ing the past ten years. 


Like all other industries the appear- 
ance of good profits attracted general 
attention to the business as shown by 
the length and breadth of the produc- 
er’s path South during the past fifty 
years. Turpentine farming was being 
carried on extensively in North Caro- 
lina as early as 1840, It was there the 
pine flourished in great forests, and 
was very productive. Until the field 
became crowded and the yield showed 
signs of falling off, North Carolina con- 
tinued to be the center of operations. 
Most of the exporting then was done 
through the port of Wilmington. At 
that time the principal railroad reach- 
ing the pine country was that con- 
necting Columbia and Wilmington. 
The marketing of the crop was there- 
fore at considerable disadvantage to 
the farmer, much of his time being re- 
quired in getting his product to mar- 
ket, though much of this work was 
done during the slack season. In the 
progress of no other industry is the 
good effect of railroad path finding 
shown than in this. 

South Carolina was the second State 
to get the attention of these farmers. 
While the output there was large for a 
few years, it was exhausted in less 
time than it was in North Carolina. 
Charleston was the shipping point in 
South Carolina. At the start the work 
was greatly handicapped for want of 
adequate transportation facilities, 
though before operations had pro- 
gressed far the spirit of railroad build- 
ing was aroused and steel rails soon 
aided the farmer by bringing the re- 
mote parts of the State closer and 
closer. 

About the year 1876 naval stores op- 
erations were begun in Georgia, which 
is now estimated to produce at least 
a third of the crop. The pioneers of 
the industry here are still living and 
several are engaged in the business as 
factors in Savannah. The section they 
worked then is located on the Macon 
and Brumswick Railroad. The trans- 
portation facilities then were about as 
inadequate as they were in the other 
States, and for this reason the work 
of gathering and marketing the crop 
was slow. 

Railroad development was fast com- 
ing to the front about 1877 in the 
naval stores country of Georgia in re- 
sponse to the demand for quicker and 
better transportation facilities to the 
seaboard. The principal roads in the 
pine belt then were the Central of 
Georgia, with less extensive lines than 
its present magnificent system em- 
braces, the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, and the Brunswick & Albany, 
the latter being built about that year, 
and penetrating a rich scope of swamp 
pine country. 

After the industry got under good 
headway in Georgia the movement 
South continued and Florida was next 
to receive the attention of farmers. 
Operations were conducted in Florida 
along the St. 





as far back as 1871-2 
Mary’s River, where the navigable 
streams made it convenient to ship 


North by sailing vessels. As was the 
case in other States, operations were 
largely contined to the sections border- 
ing on navigable streams because of the 
more productive tree to be found there 
and the better wayof shipment. Florida 
promptly drifted into the tide of prog- 
ress by the help of railroads, which 
offered excellent opportunities to farm- 
ers to work its rich forests. The Flor- 
ida crop for the season of 1899-1900 was 
72,834 spirits and 270,474 rosin, as shown 
by the receipts at Jacksonville, Pensa- 
cola and Carrabelle. During that sea- 
son Jacksonville alone shipped 24,004 
spirits and 80,646 rosin to New York. 
The substitution of Florida’s bateaus 
and schooners for railroad and steam- 
ship lines gave the industry a new im- 
petus, so that now the ring of the 
woodman’s axe sounds westward 
through Alabama, Mississippi and the 
eastern sections of Louisiana. Fifteen 
years ago operations in Alabama were 
on a small scale. Her pine forests, 
principally in the southern part of the 
State, were practically untouched, ex- 
cept along some of the navigable 
streams. During the past five years 
rapid strides have been made in all di- 
rections. The crop for 1899-1900 was 
13,964 spirits and 47,366 rosin, as shown 
by the receipts at Mobile. As in the 
other States, Alabama’s great com- 
mercial highways are contributing to 
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15 to 20 minutes, that there was not 
the slightest difference in microbicidal 
value between the ordinary and the 
antiseptic soaps, 

Another experiment disposed of the 
hypothesis that the disinfecting action 
was weakened by solution. M,. Core- 
mans infected the shaved skin of a 
rabbit with microbian cultures, and 
then he washed the parts with the dif- 
ferent soaps. The results were the 
same. 

Thus the antiseptic soaps are of little 
or no value, and should not be used if 
there is serious need of disinfection, A 
good, hard, white soap, in concentrated 
solution in warm water (30 or 40 deg. 
Cc.) will furnish much greater secur- 
ity. This would not be sufficient for a 
surgeon, but it would suffice for ordi- 
nary purposes.—La Nature. 


The soap is a salt of fatty acids and 
of itself has an antiseptic value. 

The soluble part has this property. 
This fact may be demonstrated by us- 
ing a solution of soap before or after 
filtration. Now the antiseptic agents, 
at least a large number of them, dimin- 
ish this solubility and thus lessen the 
antiseptic value of the soap. 

To verify the truth of these asser- 
tions completely, M. Coremus, physi- 
cian at Andulecht, has made some ex- 
periments which appear conclusive. He 
experimented on soaps with a sublim- 
ate of 1 or 2 per cent. and with formol 
of 10 per cent. By heating in soapy 
solutions of ordinary and antiseptic 
soap, cultures of the staphylococcus, 
the coli-baccillus, and the bacillus of an- 
thrax, he ascertained, under trial from 


this advancement. Her ports are being 
deepened and opened to the commerce 
of the world. 

The trade there is manifesting an in- 
dependence by establishing connections 
with consumers abroad and shipping 
direct, thereby giving the ports affected 
the benefit of present business, and in- 
suring them of the credit for that 
which they will get in future. More 
virgin lands have been bought by pro- 
moters and leased to operators in Ala- 
bama during the past year than in 
any other naval stores producing 
State. Capitalists have been attracted 
to the wealth which lies in the pine 
forests of the South, and the fact they 
are putting their money into these 
lands discounts the theory that the 
days of the industry are numbered, 
and that a few years more will find the 
pine fit for the sawmill only. 

It seems singular, yet true, that in- 
vention has contributed very little to 
the progress of the naval stores in- 
dustry. After the farmer had learned 
to distill in the early years, there ap- 
parently remained nothing further for 
him to do but work. The same farm 
appliances, the same general methods 
of handling and the same way of mar-

The asepsis of the hands is a prime 
condition of success in surgical opera- 
tions. Hence, at the beginning, the 
operator cleanses his hands thoroughly 
and uses soapy friction, brushing the 
nails and applying concentrated so- 
lutions of permanganate, sublimate, or 
other substances, 

Each has his preferences, but all 
subject themselves to minute precau- 
tions to assure perfect disinfection, 
Some push their caution so far as to 
operate only with the hand inclosed in 
a rubber glove, perfectly disinfected. 

In ordinary life such scrupulous care 
is not necessary. In surgery it must 
be strict; the success of the operation 
is involved; inoculation of germs may 
give rise to serious complications, and 
the cleanliness of the hands should be 
secured by every one, whenever pu- 
trescible matter has been touched, or 
the sick, affected with contagious dis- 
eases, have been approached. In such 
cases we must act somewhat like sur- 
geons, and remove every trace of mi- 
crobian existence, 

For this purpose so-called antiseptic 
soaps have been prepared, some of 
which contain sublimate, others car- 
bolic acid, lysol, or similar products. 
Washing the hands with these is con- 
sidered a guarantee of disinfection. 
There is no ground for this belief, or 
at least the addition of these micro- 
bicidal substances does not add much 
to the antiseptic value of the soap it- 
self.

Steamers unloading at New York 
would add from 4,000 to 7,000 bales to 
the visible supply, while the balances 
in the sailers Laghetto and Strathisla 
would contribute about 56,000 bales. A 
careful estimate, therefore, places the 
visible supply up to August 1 at be- 
tween 33,000 and 36,000 bales, as against 
close on 80,000 at the same time last 
year. Deliveries for consumption from 
Jan. 1 to end of March were between 
36,000 and 39,000 bales, as against 47,000 
bales last year. The shipments from 
Singapore to America from Jan, 1 to 
April 1, 1901, have been 32,000 bales, as 
against 68,000 in 1900, and the total 
from the same port to England, Amer- 
ica and the Continent was 90,000 bales, 
as against 109,000 last year. Prices 
asked, however, have not altered ma- 
terially.

London Linseed and Oil Market. 


The market has been firm all the 
week, and prices show a decided im- 
provement, Calcutta having advanced 
Is. 6d. to 1s. 94., and Plate 1s. 9d., for 
seed in all positions. This improve- 
ment has been principally caused by 
the very small qauntity offering by 
shippers, both Plate and Indian. of 
the business reported in new crop Cal- 
cutta, comparatively little, up to the 
last day or two, had been done by 
shippers; yesterday, however, there 
was decidedly more disposition on their 
part to meet buyers at the prices then 
ruling: this, after a good trade was put 
through (mainly for Hamburg), led, in 
the latter part of the day, to buyers 
deciining to go on, and there was a re- 
action in values of about 3d. per qr 
from the best. Yesterday’s closing 
prices were 41s. 9d. for Calcutta, April- 
June to London, against 40s. 3d. last 
Friday, and to Hamburg 42s. 94d. 
against 41s. 3d. last week. La Plata 
afloat is worth about 41s. 6d., against 
39s. 9d. a week ago. There is still a de- 
cided difference of opinion as to the ac- 
tual outturn of the last Argentine crop, 
and whereas some of the reports re- 
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ceived by recent mail state that the to- 

tal yield was not over 350,000 tons, 
which would leave only about 60,000 
tons still to come, other advices claim 
that there is still a surplus available 
for export of fully 125,000 tons, and that 
this will come forward sooner or later. 
Last year between March 14 and De- 
cember 31, about 70,000 tons were ex- 
ported. Our Buenos Ayres cable this 
morning states that the market there 
had ruled firm, with a good demand, 
and prices had advanced is. per qr. 
The shipments from the Argentine to 
America this week have amounted to 
39,000 quarters, the total for that des- 
tination to date being 154,000 qrs. The 
total shipments to all destinations have 
now amounted to 278,000 tons, against 
157,000 tons in the corresponding period 
last year. 

In Hull the market on Monday open- 
ed quiet, but steady, for both Indians 
and La Platas. On Tuesday the trade 
showed some improvement, and since 
then has been very firm, but without 
much business passing. Yesterday the 
market closed firm, and _ prices are 
about 1s. 6d. higher on the week; Cal- 
cutta April-June has buyers at 42s, 6d.; 
La Plata spot and near 40s. 9d., and 
March-April 41s. to 41s. 3d. 

Yesterday’s closing quotations to the 
Continent were: Bombay March to 
Dunkirk, 47s. sellers; to Amsterdam, 
Dunkirk or Antwerp March-May, 45s. 
9d. re-sellers, 45s. 3d. buyers. Calcutta 
April-June to Hamburg, 42s. 9d. sellers. 
La Plata March, 41s. 6d., and April, 41s. 
3d. quoted. 

American mail advices of March 8 
assert that seaboard crushers have 
bought about 45,000 tons of Argentine 
linseed, which quantity would about 
offset the amount of American linseed 
exported from the last crop. The New 
York “Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter,” 
of March 8, states that the receipts 
from the last American crop during 
February amounted to 600,000 bush, 
making a total from August 1, 1900, of 
16,642,000 bush.; making allowance for 
quantity still to come forward between 
March 1 and the end of July, last 
year’s American crop will finally turn 
out to be decidedly larger than esti- 
mated a few months ago. 

The Bengal Oilseed Crop.—The first 
forecast states that, on the whole, the 
season has not been a favorable one 
for the oilseed crops. The area sown 
was 3,645,000 acres, against 3,632,400 
acres last year. It was anticipated 
(when this report was made up), that 
90 per cent. of a normal crop would be 
harvested. The outturn of linseed and 
rapeseed last year was above the aver- 
age of the previous five years, so that 
if the above estimate be correct, this 
year's crops are about 15 to 20 per cent. 
below last year’s yield. 

The receipts of linseed in the Argen- 
tine for the week ended Feb. 21 were 
78,000 qrs., against 110,000 qrs. in the 
previous week, and 78,000 quarters in 
the same week last year. The total 
received since Jan. 1, 1901, amounts to 
1,160,000 qrs., against 599,000 qrs. in the 
corresponding period in the previous 
year.
